Tue appearance of the two carefully written 
and tastefully illustrated volumes of the 
‘Badminton Library”’ on shooting provokes 
the question, What is sport? It may be 
defined as the humane killing of wild 
creatures in their native haunts by 
matching man’s skill against their more 
acute senses. Tried by this test, pigeon 
shooting (to which a chapter is devoted), 
whether as a sport or, as Mr. A. J. Stuart- 
Wortley elects to call it, “‘ a perfectly legiti- 
mate pastime,” must be excluded. If a 
club be satisfied that every provision has 
been made for the pigeons in ‘‘ spacious and 
well-ventilated baskets” before shooting, 
and that they have suffered no ill-treatment 
or mutilation, still killing them from traps 
is too often a mere excuse for betting, and 
at all events deprives the shooter of that 
walking exercise in a fresh and lovely 
country which constitutes so much of the 
charm of shooting. In pigeon shooting all 
the conditions are against the bird and in 
favour of the man. We are old-fashioned 
enough too, it must be confessed, to look 
with disfavour upon the practice of par- 
tridge driving and even of grouse driving. 
Grouse, it should be admitted, soon begin 
to pack, and the sooner if the weather 
be wild and stormy. At such times the 
only way to shoot them is to have them 
driven, for they will not allow one to 
approach within gunshot. Reasons, such 
as they are, have also been found for par- 
tridge driving. The practice, it is said, kills 
off a good many of the old birds, to the 
advantage of the younger ones; it requires 
much able generalship to manage a good 
drive; the stubbles are now cut too close 
to admit of partridges, as in the old days, 
being walked up, and the like. Shooting 
partridges over dogs was declining, it seems, 
even in 1833, when Mr. Coke in Norfolk, 
attended by several gamekeepers (but by 





one dog only, and that to pick up the game), 
shot 804 brace one day and 88 brace on 
another. But the custom of driving did not 
come into vogue until 1845, and then on 
Lord Huntingfield’s estate in Suffolk. Simi- 
larly a change has come over pheasant 
shooting. Few modern sportsmen ever 
indulge in rough pheasant shooting over 
dogs outside the coverts. Now the battue 
is in favour, and the retriever is the type of 
dog most fancied. We shall not envy the 


7 | jeunesse dorée of the period these so-called 


sports. Like Melibcous we rather wonder 
and gladly pass on. It is right, however, 
to say that every possible hint and instruc- 
tion is given on all these systems of shoot- 
ing, and careful diagrams teach how best to 
drive the birds with an eye to wind. These 
directions are interspersed with anecdotes 
of celebrated sportsmen, which make the 
book very attractive. Rabbit shooting, 
again, is treated in all its forms; while 
remarks on the manufacture and mechan- 
ism of guns, the breaking of dogs, and the 
destruction of vermin, and a relation of the 
idiosyncrasies, first of keepers, then of 
— leave nothing to be desired. 

ven the oldest sportsman may pick up 
wrinkles in the volume on field and covert 
shooting. 

The accounts of Scotch sport—grouse and 
ptarmigan shooting, and especially deer- 
stalking—in the volume on the moor and 
marsh are written in a captivating style and 
simply exhaust the subject. The respective 
pleasures and advantages of shooting grouse 
over dogs and from batteries are ably 
summed up, and the statistics given of large 
bags will be surprising to those who have 
not realized the extent of the protection at 
present afforded the birds and the excellence 
to which the breech-loader has been brought. 
The chapters on ptarmigan and black game 
shooting are also all that could be desired. 
So, too, with deer-stalking; every detail 
connected with forests, the habits of deer, 
the rifles to be used, the best dress for 
stalking wear, the methods of conducting 
a stalk, the modes of dealing with wounded 
deer, and the like, will be found carefully 
drawn out by Lord Lovat, who has ably 
assisted the authors. Similarly Lord Charles 
Kerr provides a chapter on the capercailzie, 
which has been pushing its way through 
central Scotland since its reintroduction at 
Taymouth Castle in 1836. 

The volume on the moor and marsh con- 
tains an exhaustive treatise on every known 
method of wild-fowl shooting by confessedly 
the first authority on it, Sir R. Payne-Gall- 
wey. Every possible detail connected with 
guns, fowling punts, and swivel guns is sup- 
plied; remarks are added on shooting ducks 
and waders afloat and ashore; and woodcock 
and snipe are not forgotten. The author has 
even taken the trouble to give sufficient 
ornithology to enable the most ignorant to re- 
cognize the ducks and fowl which he may kill. 
We may point to the engraving, for iastance, 
on p. 154, of swans’ heads and necks, as a 
case in which ignorance is at once rectified. 
All these illustrations of wild-fowl are by 
Mr. Whymper. There could be nothing 
more lifelike than the curlews represented 
on p. 203, and the desolate scenery around 
is in harmony with the bird’s habits.

seize happily upon the characteristics of the 
wild moorlands. The sportsman will be 
charmed alike with the extent of the in- 
formation conveyed by Sir R. Payne- 
Gallwey and the well-chosen anecdotes with 
which the heavier passages are lightened. 

A sensible chapter is added on “ Plain 
Law for Game Preservers,” and another, a 
very commendable one, by the Hon. Gerald 
Lascelles, on the vermin to be destroyed on 
an estate. Kestrels, owls, and hedgehogs 
should surely be exempted from the black 
list, although when hampered with the cares 
of a family the two birds will undoubtedly 
help themselves to very small pheasants, 
and at any time eggs are too much for the 
virtue of the poor hedgehog. Cats we make 
over unreservedly to the keeper; no greater 
a exist. To show the extent to which 

ird-persecution is carried on upon the 
estates of game preservers, it is worth while 
relating what a keeper told us with regard 
to the kestrel. Finding a nest of one ina 
Scotch fir, he shot the four young ones and 
one of the parents; the survivor quickly 
procured another mate, which the keeper also 
shot. He put a steel trap, too, in the tree, 
and before kestrels finally deserted it he 
had killed in one way or another no fewer 
than thirty-seven of them. We do not 
envy the master’s feelings on hearing that 
all these beautiful and interesting birds 
had been destroyed, to say nothing of the 
hopes of their race. His neighbours are 
justified in feeling indignant at being thus 
deprived of the sight of so many noteworthy 
birds in their rambles; for excessive game 
preservation is undoubtedly an offence 
against the public. Every humane man 
must reprobate as much as the Hon. G. 
Lascelles that abominable engine of wanton 
destruction the pole trap. Its use ought 
undoubtedly to be made penal. 

The literature of fly-fishing goes back to 
ZElian’s time, and so uniformly do manuals 
of the art repeat themselves that all save 
observant anglers might suppose there 
was no progress in its theory. The last 
twenty years have completely upset this 
view. Only to name one discovery, it has 
been found that whole districts are better 
fished with one class of flies than another, 
and this law apparently has little to do with 
the variations affecting the entomology of 
these areas. Thus Scotch trout, as a rule, 
care only for bushy bodies, large wings, 
and pronounced colours in artificial flies. 
ZEsthetical shades and a minor scale of hues 
find small favour in their eyes. On the 
chalk streams of Western England he who 
fishes with a dry fly tied in these under- 
tones of colour will take many more trout 
than the man who follows the old procedure, 
using ordinary winged flies tied with common 
colours. The fish are beating the fishermen 
in those districts, just as in modern cricket 
the present tendency is for the batsmen to 
master the bowlers. Ordinary flies again 
answer very well in the Midland Counties. 
There are still no better flies than the old- 
fashioned ‘red spinner” and ‘“ Hofland’s 
fancy” for Lincolnshire trout streams; and 
be it known to those who connect this county 
only with fens and eels, there are a few 
excellent trout streams in it. Yorkshire 
and the north of England demand another 
style of artificial flies. Wan shades of 
colour, no wings, slender allowance of 
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hackle, bodies attenuated into the ghosts of 
ordinary flies, are what best catch the fancy 
of these hyperborean trout; nothing but 
light blues, greys, and yellows seem attrac- 
tive in their eyes, and they would scorn any 
Tris-like lure :-— 


Mille trahens varios adverso sole colores. 


Mr. Pritt originally issued his book under 
the title of ‘Yorkshire Trout Flies,’ and 
a first edition speedily went out of print. 
In the mean time it was found profit- 
able to use the wingless hackles which he 
recommends over a larger area than York- 
shire, consequently the book now appears 
under an enlarged name. We have looked 
carefully through his list of flies, and have 
no hesitation in advising all North-country 
anglers to sit at hisfeet. The flies Mr. Pritt 
recommends, it should be added, are all 
carefully figured in coloured plates, and 
although we should have liked the figures 
to have been on a somewhat larger scale, 
their smallness does not detract from the 
value of the book, as the dressing of each 
fly is accurately stated. The author does 
not pretend to write a treatise on the 
natural history of the trout flies which 
successively appear upon the streams, and, 
in spite of Ronalds, such a book is still a 
desideratum with anglers. All trout-fishers 
are more or less of naturalists, but the work 
could only be written by an experienced 
entomologist. 

He who looks for new information respect- 
ing the Salmonide in Mr. Cholmondeley- 
Pennell’s ‘ Sporting Fish of Great Britain’ 
will be much disappointed. The letterpress 
annexed to the plates stands for the most 
part at the level of thirty years ago. The 
bull-trout still figures as S. er‘or and the 
sewin. Hardly any of the numerous pro- 
blems recently stated about S. salar are 
noticed. Most of the letterpress devoted to 
the sea trout is entirely irrelevant to its 
history; much of it, indeed, is extracted 
from a well-known volume of the ‘“‘ Badmin- 
ton Library,” and relates to the dress of 
ladies rather than the dressing of flies. 
The information vouchsafed the inquiring 
angler on S. ferox, the great lake trout, is 
sufficiently meagre. Not a word is said on 
the view held by many good sportsmen that 
it is no distinct species, but merely an over- 
grown variety of the common trout. Stod- 
dart and Speedy, toname only twoauthorities, 
and many practical anglers whom we have 
met on the Scotch lochs, uphold this view, 
and in many cases we are convinced it is 
true. Salmon kelts and large trout are 
frequently killed as specimens of S. ferox. 
Dr. Giinther gives as a chief distinguishing 
character of the fish—‘‘the preoperculum 
crescent shaped, hinder and lower margins 
passing into each other without forming an 
angle”; but this also applies to Mr. Chol- 
mondeley-Pennell’s plate of the sea trout. 
On all these fish some guidance might be 
expected from a late inspector of sea fisheries. 
The book would have been infinitely better 
without these notes on the ichthyology of the 
Salmonids. With regard to this family only 
the plates will give the work any value in 
the eyes of either sportsman or naturalist. 

With the commoner fishes of our waters 
the case is different. We gladly own the 
excellence of the chapters on the pike, 
chub, and roach. Mr. Cholmondeley-Pen- 








nell here gives more of his own experience, 
and later information than in the preced- 
ing chapters. The pike in particular is 
admirably treated. It may be worth while 
adding to the author’s list of streams which 
hold grayling the Monnow—always a well- 
known trout stream, but in which a few 
grayling have recently been killed, having 
descended from the Dore—and the Clayworth 
beck, a Lincolnshire brook, where Sir R. 
Sutton successfully introduced the fish some 
forty years ago. Of the perch and carp 
the author has plenty to say, and that, 
whether for naturalist or fisherman, is well 
said. It is to the sixteen plates of fish, 
however, heightened by tints of gold, silver, 
and colours, that we turn with most satis- 
faction. Duly to test their accuracy and 
fidelity to nature we have compared them 
with the best coloured representations of 
fish which have been executed, those pub- 
lished by Agassiz in the ‘ Poissons d’Eau 
Douce de l’Europe Centrale’ (Neuchatel, 
1839). They stand the test very fairly, the 
drawing in both sets of plates being for the 
most part admirable, while the colouring in 
the plates of Agassiz has been chastened by 
time, and is thus perhaps a little more true 
to nature, as the tendency of almost all 
coloured representations of fishes is to render 
them in too brilliant hues. Mr. Cholmon- 
deley-Pennell’s plates succeed best in ren- 
dering blue and silvery fish; the more 
highly coloured, such as the common trout 
and roach, suffer under the process adopted. 
A special word of praise must be bestowed 
on the figures of S. ferox and grayling, 
which are very careful transcripts of nature. 
Mr. Cholmondeley-Pennell’s chapters are 
at once too long and too short: too short 
and superficial for the student, too long for 
the mere admirer of the plates. 








Middlesex County Records. —Vol. I. Indict- 
ments, Coroners’ Inquests post-mortem, and 
Recognizances from 3 Edward VI. to the End 
of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth. Edited by 
John Cordy Jeaffreson, with an Index by 
A. T. Watson. (Middlesex County Record 
Society.) 

BerrorE the month of October, 1882, the 

records of the county of Middlesex seem to 

have been in the utmost disorder ; since that 
time they have been cleaned, reduced to chro- 
nological order, labelled, and catalogued. 

They form a vast collection, consisting of 

more than ten thousand volumes and nearly 

five thousand rolls or bundles. To publish 
the whole mass would have been impossible, 
and no good whatever could have arisen 
from giving in full the endless pages of 
verbosity in which the clerks of the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries shrouded 
their meaning. The Middlesex County 
Record Society has been formed for the pur- 
pose of putting students in possession of all 
that is really valuable among this great mass 
of historic evidence. If the future volumes 
are compiled with the same care that has 
been expended on this, we may hope to 
have, within a reasonable time, full know- 
ledge of the justice business which was 
transacted in Elizabethan and Stuart times 
in what for many historical purposes is the 
most important of English counties, includ- 
ing as it does so great a part of what we 
are in the habit of calling London. The 





outward appearance is not the same, but Mr. 
Jeaffreson’s volume may be compared to 
the Calendars of State Papers of the Reign 
of Henry VIII. The main difference is 
that here a selection only is given in very 
full detail ; we believe, however, manuscript 
calendars of all the documents are being 
prepared, so that all that is not printed can 
be readily consulted at the Clerkenwell 
Sessions House. 

Few persons are aware of the various 
kinds of business that came under the 
cognizance of justices of the peace in former 
days, and still fewer have ever realized the 
fact that almost everything that was done 
left some written record behind it. In 
Middlesex, as elsewhere, there have been 
great losses, but sufficient remains to give 
a really wonderful picture of the state 
of society when Elizabeth was queen. 
The editor’s preface, which extends over 
sixty pages, is an admirable piece of work. 
Many who will never be at the trouble of 
working their way through the text will be 
pleased with these introductory pages. Mr. 
Jeafireson says that his plan in selecting 
documents has been to notice everything 
‘*¢ that exhibits the name of a historic personage, 
refers in any way to any movement or state of 
affairs fairly to be designated historic, yields 
evidence touching an obsolete usage, or enlarges 
an ordinary reader’s knowledge of the pursuits, 
serious interests, pleasures, troubles, costume, 
personal ornaments, domestic furniture, social 
conditions, and moral characteristics of our 
ancestors during the latter half of the Tudor 
period. To exhibit a peculiar spelling of a 
familiar name, the ancient designation of an 
article of dress, a fact for the historian of prices, 
or an obsolete place-name likely to be valuable 
to the topographers of Old London. I have 
given the substance of indictments that are 
noteworthy only because they afford such par- 
ticulars.” 


Mr. Jeaffreson has certainly added to our 
knowledge in all these respects. Under the 
head “ Apparel, prices of,” the index fur- 
nishes a host of words which are highly 
curious, and some few probably unknown 
before in the senses here used. The classed 
heads under “ Plate” and “‘ Jewellery ” also 
contain references to some curious entries. 
To many persons the list of recusants will 
be of much interest; most of them seem to 
have belonged to the middle or lower class, 
but the old Roman Catholic families are by 
no means unrepresented. 

A lurid light is thrown on the manners 
of the time by an entry of the year 1594. 
William Standley, Francis Brewerton, and 
John Weekes, of London, yeomen, were 
sentenced to be hanged because they had con- 
sorted for a month with‘‘ Egipcians.” A few 
years later Joan Morgan met a similar fate 
for a like offence. These were not, as some 
might suppose, illegal brutalities. The 
justices were simply carrying out the law. 
By the 5th of Elizabeth, chap. 20, it had 
been made a capital felony, without benefit 
of clergy, for any one to assume the dress 
and speech of the gipsies and to live in 
company with them for one month. Cruel- 
ties like these should be borne in mind by 
all those who wish to judge fairly of the 
executions for religion in former days. 
When the death penalty could be so lightly 
inflicted without drawing down resistance, 
or even, as far as we know, complaint, it is 
not surprising that men should have been 
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callous when Protestants were sent to the 
stake or priests suffered under the horrible 
high treason law. The paragraph in the 
preface in which the editor explains the old 
law as to benefit of clergy is instructive, for 
on this matter many persons have but vague 
ideas. As a sample of legal injustice we 
know of nothing more striking. The docu- 
ments regarding Ben Jonson’s indictment 
for manslaughter are given in full. 








The Iliad. Edited with English Notes and 
Introduction by W. Leaf, M.A. Vol. L., 
Books I1.—XII. (Macmillan & Co.) 


Tux schoolboy who wrote the answer ‘“‘ Homer 
was not written by Homer, but by another 
person of the same name,” was in all pro- 
bability only a little more bewildered 
by Homeric questions than his truculent 
examiner, not to mention the ordinary 
classical scholar, between whom and the 
modern Homeric specialist yawns a wide 
gulf of controversy and confusion. Mr. 
Leaf’s strenuous efforts to bridge over this 
gulf have met with as much success as cir- 
cumstances will permit. He gives a text 
and textual criticism which approximate to 
the German specialists’ most recent adum- 
brations of an ideal, without any painful 
divergence from the familiar unscientific 
editions. So conservative, indeed, is he 
as to admit readings which he pronounces 
to be obviously wrong, even where the 
correction seems certain; ¢.g., iv. 242, 
éAeyxeées, ‘“ MSS., but the correct form is 
certainly €Aéyxea, B 235, 2 260.” If this 
be a fault it is one which will be gratefully 
condoned. The time has not yet arrived for 
attempting a final determination of the text 
of Homer. At what should an editor aim ? 
At the revised readings of Aristarchus, or 
the edition of Antimachus, or the earliest 
Ionic recension, or with Fick at the original 
Holic? Certainly for some time to come, 
if not for ever, such é7ox7) and caution as 
Mr. Leaf exhibits will be cardinal virtues 
with the most advanced students of Homer. 
Mr. Leaf evidently hopes that a new and 
complete apparatus criticus (that of La Roche 
being far from trustworthy or complete) will 
enable us to reproduce the Homer of Thucy- 
dides or even of Pindar—in fact, the edition 
of Antimachus. Mr. Leaf shall speak for 
himself as to the aim of the present edition 
(pp. xiii, xiv) :— 

“The canon by which every reading has been 
judged is the best tradition of the fifth century B.c. 
The object is not to produce an Iliad as it was 
first composed, for this is beyond our power, but 
an Iliad such as Herodotos and Thukydides read, 
for this may at least approximately be done. 
Not the least valuable part of Prof. Ludwich’s 
recent work on Aristarchos is his demonstration 
that the great critic aimed only at emending a 
vulgate, and that this vulgate is in the main our 
common text of to-day. And in the Scholia we 
find a name which enables us to carry back this 
long tradition to the fifth century. This name 
is that of Antimachos of Kolophon, who, as we 
know, lived in the second half of the fifth cen- 
tury, and published an edition of the Iliad. 
Now this edition happens to be sometimes 
quoted, but always as an authority for very 
small and unimportant variations of the text. 
The conclusion is very strong ; namely, that the 
edition of Antimachos was in the main the same 
as our present vulgate, probably not differing 
from it much more than a good extant MS. 
differs from a bad one.” 





The study of Homer is far more affected | and the introductions to the several books. 


than that of any other Greek author by the 
advance of comparative philology, by our 
increased knowledge of Greek dialects, and 
by recent discoveries, which have so greatly 
supplemented and corrected our notions on 
many points of Greek antiquities. Much is 
moreover due to the sifting of the scholia; 
to the admirable work of Mr. Monro and 
others in the field of Homeric grammar— 
work to which Mr. Leaf has made several 
valuable additions; also to Nauck’s observa- 
tion of traces of medial spirants in com- 
pounds and derivatives; and finally to the 
proof of the admissibility of the hiatus in 
epic verse, especially after the first foot, the 
weak ceesura, and the bucolic dizresis. Of 
the copious literature, chiefly German, poured 
forth by the new school of Homerists, Mr. 
Leaf shows himself an acute and judicious 
critic by virtue of his own original work and 
thought as well as of scholarly discrimination 
of the value of others’ work. 

As to the origin of the poems Mr. Leaf 
seems to be a unionist by predilection, but 
a moderate disruptionist by conviction. His 
views, which are to some extent independent 
of the German authorities, seem to be rea- 
sonable and not easy to impugn, but we 
shall hope to see an appendix treating of the 
relation of the Iliad to the Zroica generally 
and of the sources of the early epos. 

Full use is made of recent progress in 
classical archeology, Gardner, Buchholz, 
and Schliemann’s ‘Tiryns’ being referred 
to in the note on the Heroic house, vi. 242 ; 
Helbig and Schliemann in the note on 
Agamemnon’s breastplate, xi. 24; Helbig 
for pirpy, iv. 137. Mr. Leaf has supple- 
mented German improvements in interpreta- 
tion by the fruit of his own researches, 
as may be illustrated by his treatment of 
éxrw (ddrrovs, i. 567), which he proves to 
mean primarily “touch,” ‘‘handle”; of 
kaipwos, iv. 185, which he regards with 
much probability as a corruption of Kijpwos, 
‘deadly ”’; and of ddAor, survivals of horns, 
v. 743. He defends the retention of the 
aorist infinitive after éArdépevor by citing 
the neglected wpoca......i) pev avadpvac, 
Od. iv. 254 (iii. 112). The interpretation 
of dudueAiooas (ii. 165), ‘ wheeling both 
ways, handy,” is good, and might be illus- 
trated by Catullus’s phaselus, which “ dicit... 
erum tulisse, leeua siue dextera uocaret aura,”’ 
&c. The etymology is generally sound, and 
is judiciously subordinated to the elucidation 
of the meaning of difficult words or the 
selection of correct forms. As to ai{noi, 
Brugmann’s jaijdva is a better derivation 
thaneither Benfey’s ‘‘abhi-java (juvenis, fy, 
&e.)” or “al. ai—dpr-and (7-, the stemof (jv”’; 
but we prefer jaijdsya, from the root yas= 
“seething,” ‘‘exertion,” whence (7-Aos— 
“ardor,” (w-pdrepov, ‘ fervidius”’ (so Leaf, 
i. 203). Mr. Leaf’s impartial discussion 
of many words (such as pepdrwv, i. 250; 
dpyeipovry, ii. 103; xdppys, iv. 222; dpapy, 
v. 425) shows that it is easier to upset tra- 
ditional renderings than to produce satis- 
factory substitutes. Over details we have 
lingered long enough, while we prefer to 
put off the minute discussion of general 
questions until the edition is complete, so it 
remains for us to express our appreciation 
of the wide reading, sound scholarship, 
strong common sense, and patient industry 
which characterize Mr. Leaf’s commentary

Ir is twenty years since Mr. Sibree first 
arrived in Madagascar, and during this 
long period, in addition to his ordinary 
missionary labours, he has never ceased to 
collect and publish information on almost 
every subject connected with the Malagasy, 
so that, in England at least, his name of 
all others is most popularly connected with 
the modern literature of the Hova dominion, 
as that of M. Grandidier is similarly recog- 
nized in France. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Sibree’s 
first work, ‘Madagascar and its People,’ 
was published in 1870 (see Atheneum, No. 
2214, April 2nd, 1870) by the Religious 
Tract Society, and had a great success; 
whilst its translation by MM. Monod has 
quite recently been violently attacked in the 
Chamber of Deputies by the representative 
of Réunion. Ten years later the same author 
published an equally interesting book, ‘The 
Great African Island,’ which has been trans- 
lated into German, although the English 
edition is understood to have brought no 
profit to the London publishers. Besides 
contributing many valuable memoirs to the 
Geographical, Asiatic, Anthropological, and 
other societies, Mr. Sibree projected in 1875 
and subsequently brought out the Antanan- 
arivo Annual, nine volumes of which have 
appeared, containing quantities of informa- 
tion on Malagasy topography, natural pro- 
ductions, customs, folk-lore, and language. 

In the first and second numbers of this 
annual Mr. Sibree gave a provisional list 
of English and French publications on 
Madagascar and maps of the island, based 
principally on the short bibliography ap- 
pended to the work of M. Barbié du Bocage, 
published in 1859. During his leave of 
absence in England Mr. Sibree was enabled 
to expand his catalogue, and he has at 
length completed the bibliography up to 
September, 1885. It forms a far more ex- 
tensive work than could have been antici- 
pated; and, considering that it was pre- 
pared for press at a distance from Europe, 
its accuracy and completeness up to the date 
of publication leave nothing to be com- 
plained of. In the first part the names 
of the authors are given in alphabetical 
sequence, followed by the titles and places 
of publication, but the names of the pub- 
lishers do not appear; whilst in part ii. 
the subjects are classified and arranged 
in chronological order, commencing with 
the book of Ser Marco Polo, av. 1300, 
and ending with the brochure of Louis 
Pauliat in 1885—in all 820 entries.

Defoe’s ‘King of the Pirates: an Account of 
the Famous Enterprises of Captain Avery, 
the Mock King of Madagascar,’ is also 
catalogued, presumably as an authentic 
historical work of reference. We cannot 
help suggesting that notes of interrogation 
should be placed after these entries, as 
otherwise there seems no reason why Defoe’s 
‘Captain Singleton,’ nay, even ‘ Robinson 
Crusoe,’ both of which autobiographies were 
originally put forward as unimpeachable 
narratives of fact, should be omitted, for 
they are apparently to be classed in the 
same category as those before mentioned. 

Not a little surprise has been expressed at 
the extraordinary facility with which the 
Hova officials have adopted the conventional 
tone and phrases of modern diplomacy, as 
exhibited in their lately issued ‘ Red-books,’ 
the publication of which, by the way, con- 
tributed in no small degree towards the 
enlightenment of the French deputies as to 
the true bearings of the Madagascar ques- 
tion. It is therefore noticeable that among 
the publications now being issued from the 
press of the Madagascar Times is a transla- 
tion of the voluminous ‘Guide Diplomatique’ 
of Baron Martens. We may also here 
remark that there are now at least six 
separate printing establishments at Antanan- 

‘arivo, viz, those of the London Missionary 
Society, the Friends’ Foreign Mission Asso- 
ciation, the Church of England (S.P.G.), 
the Roman Catholic mission (S8.J.), the 
Madagascar Times office, and the Royal 
Press in the palace yard, from which the 
Gazety Malagasy is issued fortnightly. 

Mr. Sibree has not been able to devote 
so much attention to the cartography as he 
has to the bibliography of Madagascar; 
nevertheless he names 122 maps, exclusive 
of modern English and French Admiralty 
charts, his last entry being Capt. Oliver’s 
map showing the French claims insisted 
on by M. Ferry and abandoned by M. 
de Freycinet. Since the compilation of 
Mr. Sibree’s catalogue a portion of M. 
Grandidier’s first volume on the geo- 
graphy of Madagascar has been issued from 
the Imprimerie Nationale, which, although 
not the first instalment of the French tra- 
veller’s magnum opus, will form the intro- 
ductory chapter of the magnificent series by 
the side of which all other works on Mada- 
gascar are insignificant. Accompanying 
this first part of the text is a magnificent 
atlas, in which are twenty-nine plates, re- 
producing the most famous medieval maps 
and characteristic maps of succeeding epochs, 
forming an instructive series of illustrations 
of contemporary knowledge of Madagascar 
from the chart of Edrisi, attached to the 
MS. Asselin of 1153, down to the map con- 
structed by Bona Christave for M. Robiquet 
in 1865. 

The first chart which gives anything like 
an accurate idea of the position and general 
outline of Madagascar is the planisphere 
constructed by Salvat de Pilestrina in 1511, 
the original sheets of which are preserved 
in the library of the War Office at Munich; 
and curiously enough, as M. Grandidier 
points out, no alterations of any importance 
were shown in succeeding maps for upwards 
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closely the direction of the meridian of 
81° E.; so that it was not until the publica- 
tion of the official chart by D’Aprés de 
Mannevillette, from actual hydrographic 
survey, in 1776, that any notable progress 
was effected in the delineation of the Mala- 
gasy seaboard. Even on this chart the ports 
near Cape Amber are omitted, and the now 
famous Bay of Diego Suarez is not marked ; 
but this is not surprising, as the low en- 
trance of this capacious haven is not easily 
discernible from the outside, and quite 
recently a British corvette, approaching this 
rendezvous, had considerable difficulty in 
hitting off the narrow entrance, which we 
may now expect will soon be marked with 
conspicuous lights. 

In connexion with Malagasy map-making 
it may be interesting to note that under the 
tuition of Mr. Johnson and Mr. Kingdon, 
both of the F.F.M.A., several Hova youths 
have been instructed in lithography and pen- 
drawing. Mr. Pickersgill submitted to the 
Royal Geographical Society some time since 
a beautifully executed sketch map of the 
route from Mojanga to Antananarivo, drawn 
with pen and ink by Rajemisa (1879), ona 
scale of ten miles to an inch; and the same 
native draughtsman put upon stone the 
‘Sdrin-taniny Madagaskara,’ a particularly 
clear map of the whole island, with native 
names, scale thirty miles to an inch (in 
1877), of which a second edition, corrected, 
was issued in 1882. Both are fully up to the 
ordinary standard of similar productions in 
Europe. There is no doubt that the intelli- 
gent scholars in Imerina could be trained as 
skilled surveyors; so now that the French, 
having happily renounced all ideas of en- 
forcing their military rights, rely upon 
moral influence alone, we may look forward 
at no distant period to the establishment of 
a regular trigonometrical surveying staff 
under a competent leader, by whom the 
triangulation and measurement of the entire 
country will be efficiently carried out. 

It is nearly three hundred years since 
the earliest vocabulary of the Malagasy 
language appeared in Amsterdam ; never- 
theless the dictionaries which have been 
printed in that tongue are so few in number 
that they can easily be counted on the 
fingers of one hand. 

As far as known, the first dictionary, pro- 
perly so called, was that of M. de Flacourt, 
the Governor of Fort Dauphin, which was 
published at Paris in 1658 and dedicated to 
the venerable St. Vincent de Paul, whose 
Lazarist missionaries devoted their lives to 
the first missionary labours in the island of 
St. Laurent, as Madagascar was then called. 
Since that date there is no record of any 
other dictionary being published until the 
present century, when a ‘Dictionnaire des 
Langues Frangais et Madekass’ appeared 
in the volumes on philology included in the 
voluminous memoirs of the ‘ Voyage de la 
Corvette l’Astrolabe,’ by Admiral d’Urville 
(1833-4). Admiral d’Urville seems to have 
had access to the MS. dictionary of M. de 
Froberville, compiled some sixteen years 
before at Mauritius, the original of which 
should be in the British Museum. 

Next followed the publication at Antanan- 





arivo, in 1835, of the well-known dictionary 
prepared by the combined labours of the 
English missionaries and their native pupils 
during the seventeen years of the first mis- 
sion in Imerina, before the final expulsion 
of all Europeans from the island by Rana- 
valona in 1836. This work consisted of two 
parts, English-Malagasy and Malagasy- 
English, the former, edited by Mr. J. Free- 
man, assisted by Ramarotafikia and Rasa- 
tranabo, being printed by Mr. R. Kitching ; 
whilst the latter part was prepared by Mr. 
David Johns, helped by Raharolahy (well 
known afterwards as Governor of Tamatave) 
and printed by E. Baker. 

Another was published in 1853, at Ré- 
union, by the Jesuit missionary establish- 
ment of Notre Dame de la Ressource, chiefly 
edited, it is believed, by Father Joseph 
Webber during his novitiate. He died in 
Madagascar some eleven years subsequently. 
This work was a great advance on the older 
dictionary of Freeman and Johns, as the 
accertuation was clearly marked and the 
words systematically arranged under their 
roots, whilst a number of provincial idio- 
matic phrases and illustrations were intro- 
duced. 

Subsequent to the expulsion of the Euro- 
peans, a number of Hova andriambaventy 
(nobles) were taught by Rahaniraka, the 
queen’s secretary, who had himself been 
educated in England. Some of them com- 
piled a Malagasy and English dictionary of 
nearly three hundred pages, comprising 
words and illustrative sentences in both 
languages, and the MS. was sent over to 
Mr. Ellis at Mauritius in 1861. It is pro- 
bably in the library of the London Mission 
at Antananarivo, but does not appear to 
have been printed. 

A new dictionary was also projected, but 
only partially carried out, by Mr. Louis 
Street, of the Friends’ Foreign Mission 
Association, previous to his leaving the 
island, so that the present work of Mr. 
Richardson is actually the third modern 
complete Malagasy dictionary that has been 
published, the result of many years’ arduous 
research and labour, which have at length 
been brought to a successful termination. 

The value of Mr. Richardson’s dictionary 
is greatly enhanced by the concise introduc- 
tion to the Malagasy language by the Rev. 
W. E. Cousins (a revised edition of a small 
work published twelve years ago), which 
— the volume, and forms a grammar 

rought up to our present knowledge of the 
language, so interesting to philologists from 
its connexion with the Malayan and Poly- 
nesian dialects. The comparison of the lan- 
guages of Melanesia as illustrated in Dr. 
Codrington’s work with the Malagasy words 
and phrases in Mr. Richardson’s dictionary 
cannot fail to be of great interest and lead 
to valuable results. 

The Norwegian missionary Mr. Jorgen- 
sen has lately made some judicious remarks 
on the somewhat reckless way in which 
European words have been introduced into 
the Malagasy language. The Malagasy 
porizénitra looks formidable, but it is a re- 
production of ‘‘ present arms,’’ whence the 
phrase manao porizénitra Andriana means 
‘‘to salute the sovereign.”  Zsdtsimenitra 
is the Malagasy for a “‘ detachment,” and 
borigédra for a “ brigade.” Marosdly means 
a “marshal,” and manao saporitra “ sup- 
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ort arms.” Zsérimdna is the ‘‘ chairman”? 
slightly disguised; Snédra, a ‘Snider 
rifle”; while a great many French words 
have kept the article, like Arabic words in 
Spanish, as Jdkozy=‘‘la cuisine”; /dm- 
boridy=‘“‘la bride”’; ldbozy=‘‘la bougie”’; 
lasaka=‘‘le sac,” &c. There are many 
other phonetic similarities, such as sekd/y— 
“school”’; papéeromdnitra=“ peppermint ” ; 
kiry olona = ‘‘creole”’; sadly‘ shawl” ; 
lehissa—="‘ le chou,”’ &e. 

Nearly all the Malay and Polynesian 
derivations, Mr. Richardson informs us in 
his preface, have been supplied by the Rev. 
W. E. Cousins, who has resided some 
twenty years in Madagascar; whilst the 
notes on natural history have been furnished 
by the Rev. J. Sibree. To the Rev. R. 
Baron and to Mr. Baker, of Kew Gardens, 
are due the scientific denominations of the 
Malagasy plants; whilst nearly all the 
Swahili derivations and references have 
been collected by Vice-Consul Pickersgill, 
who was a long time at Mojanga. 

Mr. Richardson specially mentions his 
native assistants, chiefly Andrianaivorave- 
lona, the pastor of the church at Ampama- 
rinana, and Rajaofera, who has been student, 
teacher, and secretary at the Normal School 
under the editor for thirteen years, three 
of which were spent in copying and com- 
piling a great portion of the dictionary. In 
noticing such a work it would not be 
fair to omit the due share of credit and 
praise deserved by the Malagasy printers, 
who, under the direction of Mr. Parrett, 
completed the work in twelve months at the 
L.M.S. Press at Imarivolanitra, in Antanan- 
arivo. 

The editor and Mr. Parrett have at length 
been enabled to return to England, after 
many years’ absence, bringing with them 
some advance copies of their recently com- 
pleted work, which are now for sale at the 
well- known mission house in Blomfield 
Street. The London Missionary Society 
has every reason to be congratulated on the 
successful termination of the labours of its 
missionaries. 

M. Pauliat, a publicist who had previously 
written a popular account of Madagascar, 
has recently made careful research in cer- 
tain ‘‘ volumes verts’”’ which he found at 
the Bibliothéque Nationale, and among the 
archives at Lorient; and besides, he has been 
so fortunate as to unearth, amidst the piles of 
musty colonial documents in the Ministry of 
Marine, a mass of state papers, records, regis- 
ters, and original correspondence relating to 
the establishment and administration of the 
French East and West Indian companies 
during the latter half of the seventeenth 
and the beginning of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, which have hitherto been neglected 
by historians of this period. 

The results of M. Pauliat’s researches 
have led him to conclude that Louis XIV. 
was personally and actively engaged in the 
conception and initiation of the French East 
Indian Company—that the Grand Monarch 
was by no means a mere “machine a 
signer ’’ in the hands of Colbert and Louvois, 
as we have been led to believe by MM. 
Pierre Clément and Camille Rousset ; whilst 
they exhibit to us quite another view of the 
king’s character as shown by his intimate 
connexion with the transactions of the Com- 
pany. In short, M. Pauliat produces “ un 








Louis XIV. inédit’’—a sovereign burning 
with ardour for the establishment of a great 
commercial undertaking, a king making use 
of his authority in favour of a trading enter- 
prise, writing letters with his own hand, 
stirring up all classes of society to take 
shares in his company, presiding at assem- 
blies and packed meetings of subscribers, 
and otherwise exercising pressure upon the 
shareholders by the choice of directors and 
the manipulation of votes at the boards of 
administration. 

At the commencement of the seventeenth 
century France appears to have been the 
only power among the great nations of 
Western Europe which did not possess an 
organized commerce with the East Indies, 
and Richelieu died before his far-seeing 
views on the maritime expansion of France 
could be carried into effect. The great car- 
dinal’s projects had, however, commenced ; 
and almost the first act of the five-year- 
old king, under Mazarin’s direction, was 
the signing, in 1643, of letters patent grant- 
ing a concession of Madagascar to the 
Société de l’Orient. It is not impossible 
that the marvellous tales related by the 
adventurers who first guided the expedi- 
tionary vessels of this society to the waters 
of the Indian Ocean made a lasting im- 
pression on the mind of the boyish sovereign 
—a point, however, on which M. Pauliat 
has not dwelt—and such early interest in 
the African island would have been inten- 
sified by the publication of M. de Flacourt’s 
narrative, which appeared simultaneously 
with the death of Mazarin in 1661. 

By this time the wealth and importance 
of the Dutch East India Company had 
reached enormous proportions, and Louis 
seems to have been alive to the advantages 
which such a monopoly of Indian trade con- 
ferred on his neighbours ; but hitherto the 
Fronde had prevented Oriental enterprise, 
whilst France had no exterior trade beyond 
the Congo. M. Pauliat works out the 
details of his theory with considerable 
skill, and strings together a series of 
facts based on incontestable documentary 
evidence, by which it certainly appears 
that Louis took an unusual amount of 
interest in the ambitious project of creat- 
ing an Oriental France. For this purpose 
the Academician Charpentier was employed 
to prepare a brochure setting forth the 
advantages and profits to be acquired by 
a French company in the East Indies. The 
next step was to obtain the countenance of 
leading merchants, and public meetings 
were called at which, besides the trading 
community, many people of grande qualité 
were present. At the third of these meet- 
ings, held in May, 1664, a protocol of forty 
articles was agreed tv, constituting the 
company, and it was suggested that certain 
delegates should submit this charter to his 
Majesty, who, according to M. Pauliat, 
had been all this time pulling the wires. 
The various phases of the promotion of 
the syndicate are well arranged in M. 
Pauliat’s volume, which tells us of the 
intrigues by which the unwary traders 
were entrapped. The final scene, when 
the election of the directors was carried 
on under the king’s personal presidency in 
an antechamber of the Louvre, and when 
his Majesty walked off with the voting 
urns to make the scrutiny in his private 





rooms, gives an admirable example of the 
manoeuvres by which the king obtained 
the personal direction of the company. No 
sooner had he thus gained possession of the 
funds subscribed than he set to work to 
realize his scheme for the colonization of 
Madagascar, on which he had previously 
determined, in order to form a secure base 
for operations by which he proposed to 
obtain for France predominance in the 
Indian Ocean. 

Fort Dauphin was assigned as the seat of 
government, and thither were dispatched 
the officials, with directions to take pos- 
session of the establishments of the defunct 
Société de l’Orient. This mission left Brest 
for Madagascar in 1665, and arrived only 
to find the whole country hostile to the 
French, the result of Father Ktienne’s un- 
timely zeal, which he had expiated by a 
tragic death. 

In the following year another expedition, 
on a far grander scale, left La Rochelle, 
under the command of the Marquis of Mont- 
devergue, Viceroy of the Indies and Governor 
of Ile Dauphine, as Madagascar was now 
named. But it is obvious that Louis XIV. 
had quite omitted one important factor in 
his calculations — a possible reverse of 
fortune. After months of waiting intel- 
ligence was received that the fleet of 
Montdevergue had by stress of weather 
been forced to put into Pernambuco to 
refit. In fact, the ships did not reach 
Madagascar for at least a year after leay- 
ing France, and during the long voyage 
all their stores were consumed, so that the 
unfortunate colonists landed in a state of 
destitution. The failure was complete, and 
amongst the records is found a confiteor of 
Colbert which evidently caused intense 
chagrin in the Louvre and at Fontaine- 
bleau. 

A hitherto unpublished letter, written at 
this time to Montdevergue by the king, is 
given in extenso by M. Pauliat, and the 
extreme irritation of the sovereign against 
his viceroy is manifest, whilst an accom- 
panying letter from Colbert to the unfor- 
tunate marquis exhibits the minister in 
his best light. Meantime, the shareholders 
refusing to pay any more calls, Louis 
was forced to abandon his project with 
reluctance, and thus the attempt to form 
a French colony in Madagascar proved 
altogether abortive. M. de la Haye was 
sent out with a strongly armed squadron to 
supersede Montdevergue, recalled in dis- 
grace, and special instructions were given 
to the commander of this expedition to force 
the Dutch ships, wherever met with in the 
Indian seas, to salute the French flag. _ 

M. Pauliat proceeds to relate the dis- 
astrous consequences of De la Haye’s mis- 
management, and the causes which led 
to the collapse of the French arms on the 
coasts of India; but space will not permit 
the following up of the story so well told 
by the author. It is sufficient here to in- 
timate that M. Pauliat successfully discusses 
the true origin of the war in 1672 with 
Holland. ‘That war is ascribed by most 
writers to a policy of protectionist tariffs, 
and by Michelet it is termed “une guerre 
religieuse ”’; but the fundamental principle 
underlying the ostensible reasons for open- 
ing the campaign on the Rhine seems to 
have been the desire of the king to possess 
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himself of the Dutch commerce and estab- 
lishments in the Indies :— 


** Quelque étrange que cela paraisse, lorsque 
Louis XIV. effectuait ce passage du Rhin si 
emphatiquement chanté par Boileau, et que 
comme dans une féerie, il voyait l’une aprés 
Vautre s’ouvrir devant lui les places les plus 
fortes, qu’on n’aille pas croire qu'il visait & 
étendre son royaume dans le Nord, & se venger 
d’épigrammes ridicules, & faire de la propagande 
religieuse, ou X permettre & ses industries de 
ne pas succomber sous la concurrence des Pro- 
vinces-Unies. Non. Ce & quoi il songeait 
au-dessus de tout, c’était uniquement & prendre 
un pied sérieux aux Indes et & s’y substituer 
aux Hollandais. Qui sait méme si, dans les 
nuits passées au bivouac, il ne s’endormit pas 
quelquefois avec l’espérance, le lendemain matin, 
de recevoir la nouvelle de quelque grand fait 
d’armes, accompli par son escadre dans l’extréme 
Orient.” 








The Gentleman’s Magazine Library.—Archao- 
logy. Parts I. andII. Edited by George 
Laurence Gomme. (Stock.) 


Mr. Gomme is a person of great industry. 
To find, sort, and classify all that is of per- 
manent value in the pages of Sylvanus 
Urban from 1731 to 1868 is a task which 
can hardly be contemplated without a cer- 
tain sense of drowsiness. That there is very 
much in the Gentleman’s Magazine of per- 
manent interest no one has denied; few, 
however, had any notion that there was so 
much wheat among the chaff as Mr. Gomme 
has demonstrated that there is. 

Following the four volumes dealing with 
folk-lore subjects, two have appeared under 
the comprehensive title of ‘ Archeology.” 
The first, called Part I., deals with the 
earlier sections of archeology; the second 
includes stone circles and British and 
Anglo-Saxon antiquities; whilst another 
is in course of preparation on Roman re- 
mains. The two volumes before us are not 
so interesting in some respects as their pre- 
decessors, because there were but few con- 
tributions of value of an archeological 
character in the earlier numbers of the 
magazine, whereas it was from those earlier 
numbers that most of those items of curio- 
sity and amusement now termed folk-lore 
were quarried. The editor acknowledges 
the difficulty of classifying upon any satis- 
factory basis the various papers reprinted 
in Part I.; but the difficulty has been fairly 
mastered by their division into ‘ Geologic 
and Prehistoric Remains,’’ ‘‘ Early Historic 
Remains,” ‘Sepulchral Remains,” and 
‘“‘Encampments and Earthworks.” The 
most questionable arrangement is that of 
the first section. 

One of the subdivisions of the first section 
is ‘Fossil Animal Remains.”’ Surely the 
discovery, in 1848, of the skulls and bones 
of about twenty wolves within the abbey 

recincts of Bury St. Edmunds, close to the 

orman Tower, is neither fossil nor pre- 
historic. Apart, however, from its place 
in the volume, this interesting discovery 
was well worthy of separate record. Some 
curious and unnecessary speculation is in- 
dulged in by the contributor as to the pre- 
sence of these remains of the wolf, the 
obvious reason of their being buried in 
such a place being head money offered for 
their destruction by the abbot or monastic 
authorities. The writer is in error as to 
the extirpation of wolves from this country, 





asserting that it was accomplished between 
five and six hundred years ago, in the 
reign of Edward I. Wolves infested the 
Peak Forest, Derbyshire, in Edward II.’s 
time, and three are mentioned as being de- 
stroyed in 1334, at a shilling per head, ina 
bailiff’s account roll of the Lichfield Chapter 
for that district. Nottinghamshire was 
troubled with wolves as late as the eleventh 
year of Henry VI. 

There are about twenty closely printed 
pages of notes at the end of the volume, 
which afford another proof of Mr. Gomme’s 
discursive and for the most part discrimi- 
nating reading. He has done exceedingly 
well in giving in full in these notes a valu- 
able lecture of Mr. Boyd Dawkins, delivered 
in 1862, ‘On Tracesof the Early Britons in the 
Neighbourhood of Oxford’; and Mr. Gomme 
may well be pardoned for giving in the 
same place a full reference, with contents 
list of the chapters, to his own unique and 
interesting work on primitive folk-moots or 
open-air assemblies in Great Britain. The 
worth of future volumes would be materially 
increased if the editor was not so chary of 
the number of the notes. If space is a diffi- 
culty a freer use of erasion in quoting from 
local reports is strongly recommended. The 
main features of the report, for instance, 
of the Berwickshire Naturalists’ Club upon 
an examination made by their members of 
the remains of ancient fortifications, &c., 
upon Yeavering Bell, an insulated hill north 
of the Cheviot range, are well worthy of 
transference from a mere local record; but 
archeologists would have readily forgiven 
Mr. Gomme if he had failed to permanently 
chronicle the important fact that ‘‘ the club 
returned to Wooler to dine together,” or 
that one local worthy presided at the dinner 
in consequence of a still more worthy local 
magnate ‘having been obliged to take his 
leave before the company sat down.” 

Mr. Gomme is so honourably identified 
with the Index Society and the great change 
that its remonstrances have brought about 
in the habits of so many authors, that it 
seems almost cruel to complain that the 
index to Part I. might well be ampli- 
fied. But such is the case; and it is alsoa 
fact that a brief use of this index has re- 
vealed more than one mistake in the paging. 

In Part II., although there is a great 
deal of vague speculation without any scien- 
tific value, there is hardly a single article 
which does not serve some good purpose of 
present use. Sylvanus Urban’s correspond- 
ents were as ignorant as we are as to what 
manner of men built the stone circles, but 
they perhaps indulged in the habit of 
guessing a little more freely. Their com- 
munications are, however, of much value 
now that they can be used in the lump, 
because they record what the state was 
of the rude stone monuments before any 
endeavour had been made to preserve 
them. Though the volume does not furnish 
a complete catalogue of these objects, few 
that are of much importance are omitted. 

In this volume, as in Part I., that 
discretion which guided Mr. Gomme when 
folk-lore and dialect had to be recorded, 
in some degree forsakes him. There really 
was not the least occasion for reprinting 
a long letter by a local antiquary as to the 
spot on which the battle of Brunnanburh 
was fought. It would be hard to say how 





many places have had their claims adyo. 
cated. The fierceness of the contendin 
antiquaries has been as bitter as the on. 
slaught of Athelstan’s warriors, but there 
has been no victory. It is still an open 
question whether the great victory og. 
curred on the shores of the Humber or of 
the Dee. We shall give no opinion. It 
would be as rash as it has proved to be to 
make assertions as to the pedigree of Robert 
Fitzharding or the paternity of Gundredg 
de Warren, matters on which students of 
our Anglo-Norman history have displayed a 
zeal which is not at all times according to 
knowledge. Although the Brunnanburh 
letter might well have been omitted, it is 
not absolutely foolish—indeed, it is possible 
that its writer’s contention may be true, 
The next article, however, though originally 
appearing in 1864, has all the vices and 
errors of the wildest school of speculative 
archeology. It is devoted to the hopeless 
task of proving that the ancient English 
episcopal see of Sidnacester was situate at 
Kirton in Lindsey. A wilder guess was 
never made, and the arguments by which 
it is supported are beside the purpose. 

The latter pages are devoted to Anglo- 
Saxon and Scandinavian ornaments and anti- 
quities. They are very useful. There is at 
present no catalogue of the relics which 
have come down to us from the early Teu- 
tonic time. Until such a list is made Mr. 
Gomme’s book, if used for reference only 
—and of course it is much more than an 
index—will be of great value.

Ir is impossible to transport one’s imagina- 
tion to a bygone century at the bidding of 
every author who dabbles in recreating the 
past. Miss Mary Deane’s ‘St. Briavels’ is 
a heavy-handed, conscientious, and rather 
unsuccessful attempt to revive the life and 
spirit that animated the Forest of Deana 
hundred years ago. Unsparing mention of 
lace ruffles and powder, strange oaths, and 
even cocked hats, can never create an illu- 
sion; nor can such speeches as “‘ Sir, as you 
are a gentleman, I pray you unhand me,” 
and ‘Fair lady, hear me, I implore you,” 
suggest old love-making. ‘St. Briavels’ 
certainly contains more than these elements; 
but its materials are so conventional that 
the interest they excite is exceedingly luke- 
warm and easily exhausted. Here, for 
instance, are four wicked brethren who are 
also wicked uncles, and conspire against the 
nephew, the rightful heir, who is somewhere 
described as ‘‘ an irritable, moody lad,” of 
little use in carrying parcels; here are 
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‘two misers bordering on the old palsy- 
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handed type; here is a masquerading par- 
gon who undertakes the threefold task of 
carrying off a lady, placing her under the 
influence of a deadly Indian drug, and 
illegally marrying her to the villain. This 
last episode is not so exciting as it might be, 
and no more carries one away than the 
many-paged and frantic grief of the sister 
of the rightful heir on his destruction by an 
uncle’s hand at the unripe age of fourteen. 
The heroine is a prosy young creature 
with several lovers, and a habit of self- 
analysis that retards things terribly. Con- 
sidered as a thousand pages of tedium ‘ St. 
Briavels’ could hardly be surpassed. 

Despite the author’s name, ‘ A Statesman’s 
Love’ issuggestive neither of French origin 
nor male authorship. That it is written by 
one possessing some originality and power 
certain strong individual touches give ample 
evidence. But its merits are by no means 
proportionate to its bulk. There is so much 
needless digression and repetition that 
amusement soon begins to wane and well- 
nigh disappears before the end. The interest 
isto a certain extent historical, and treats 
of Prince Charlie and the ’45. But though 
occasionally well put and vivid in pre- 
sentation, the Prince and his adherents 
and councillors are only a background for 
the ‘‘ mutable loves and loves perverse” of 
a certain Helen Rohan. In the rendering of 
her excessive and exaggerated frankness 
mingled with a great deal of indirectness— 
not to say underhandedness—and spurious 
sentiment in the conduct of these affairs, 
there is something that seems to suggest 
the female touch, which is still more evi- 
dent in the overcharged and inartistic ela- 
boration of whatever concerns her appear- 
ance and raiment, interfering with the 
subtle ever-changing charm meant to be 
hers. The love of the statesman is late 
of coming on, and cannot then be said to 
“come off.” He himself is sometimes so 
unlike a statesman, or indeed a man of any 
sort, and so like an inferior order of school- 
boy, especially during his courtship of Helen 
(both of them are legally ‘“ another’s,” but 
this is a detail), that his society is fraught 
with mixed experiences of hilarity, tedium, 
and disgust. It is to be noted that prac- 
tically no one gets so little of Helen’s atten- 
tion as her husband, whilst the Pretender, a 
Highland cousin, and all the male creatures 
wrangle over her with a grossness that is 
anything but displeasing to herself. The 
author is so genuinely blind to her mean- 
ness in the matter of the statesman’s wife, 
as well as in sundry little jewellery trans- 
actions, that disgust becomes in the end 
paramount. 

Miss Bates’s ‘ Edith Lawson’ is faithful 
enough to the spirit of a dull dead-level of 
country life. Here and there is evidence 
of careful and feeling workmanship; but, 
though there is nothing particularly de- 
pressing nor sordid in the surroundings of 
the story, it is yet more dispiriting than its 
power would seem to warrant. The vulgar 
jealousies and petty spites that animate its 
pages—if we may use the word “ animate” 
in any such connexion—have much of the un- 
welcome seriousness of real life. But there 
is no spark of humour in the writer's com- 
position, and this becomes especially appa- 
rent when she tries to make the reader laugh, 
and embarks, to that end, on a course of 





stupid buffoonery. These divagations are 
mostly in pursuit of old age, or physical 
defects, or such a pleasant moral craze as 
overweening jealousy ; so that, besides being 
out of keeping with the general tone of the 
book, they are excessively disagreeable in 
themselves. The hero begins by marking 
out a course of reading for the heroine ; it 
is a dull course, but not half so dull as 
might have been expected from a young 
man of a really distinguished type of dul- 
ness. Another youth, a consumptive clergy- 
man on his death-bed, also marks out a 
course of literature for his betrothed; it 
consists of his own posthumous letters (care- 
fully arranged ad hoc) to be read at intervals 
of ten years. These specimens will suffice. 

There is no new situation in Miss Cole- 
ridge’s story of ‘A Near Relation.’ Two 
babies are hopelessly mixed by a clumsy 
nurse, and no one can tell which is which 
to the end of their lives. Their mothers 
were cousins and their fathers were cousins, 
and things are so managed that the nicest 
and wealthiest parents adopt both boys and 
bring them up as twins. Nobody is much 
hurt or benefited by the arrangement, and 
no great perplexity results from it. There 
is no property in question, and the author 
abstains from tantalizing her readers or set- 
ting their curiosity on edge. The boys grow 
up to be men; both are fairly amiable and 
good-natured, though one of them is guilty 
of somewhat mean and jealous conduct. 
The moral of the story may be that it does 
not much matter who is your mother if you 
are decently brought up and behave with 
discretion. At any rate, this is all that the 
average reader will be able to make out of 
‘A Near Relation.’ It is a quiet, refined, 
and moderately interesting tale, with a cer- 
tain degree of accurate characterization ; 
and nobody can accuse the author of striving 
for sensational effects. 

‘Splendid Shackles’ is one of a well- 
recognized class of novels, in which gorgeous 
imagination struggles with inchoate power 
of expression. It is fairly good of its class, 
for though the plot is intended to be ex- 
travagant, and though the style is con- 
sciously and exultingly affected, it is by no 
means so spasmodically conceived or exe- 
cuted as some of its earlier types have been. 
The long and the short of the plot is that a 
poor and not very scrupulous girl marries 
an old lord for the express purpose of getting 
her lover’s manuscript novel launched 
upon the world. She gives her husband 
“ sweet smiles and elegantly made dresses ’’; 
but if he had known what lay under the 
surface he would (so the author says) have 
‘‘ believed that his loved one was afflicted 
with temporary insanity, or that a set of 
tumours had congested themselves in her 
liver.” The old man dies, leaving a child, 
concerning whose sex there is some in- 
genious mystification, kept up by the widow 
and her tools for many years. The un- 
ravelling of this plot must be left to the 
author; and indeed the story might sound 
more crude than it actually is if divorced 
from his very original manner of telling it. 

‘The Willow-Garth’ is a book in which 
both defects and merits are obvious. It is 
full of affectation in thought and in style, 


but it also shows a marked literary power | 


and a good deal of originality ; it has but a 
poor story, yet it keeps the reader’s interest 





alive to the end; the characters are in some 
ways defective and in others exaggerated, 
but they display an unusual gift of imagina- 
tion, a delicate observation, and a fascinating 
though rather morbid humour. Mr. Har- 
dinge’s tale is one of love and nothing else 
—love engrossing and passionate and yet 
restrained, love which runs the risk of 
evaporating in sentiment and is killed by 
worldliness. The chief study is devoted 
to the heroine, and, as it is a novelist’s first 
duty to get hold of his reader’s interest, 
Mr. Hardinge deserves credit for enlisting 
one’s sympathy on her side against himself. 
This success is, however, only obtained by 
a certain inconsistency, or what in this case 
would perhaps be better described as a 
certain waywardness of fancy. Two other 
women are studied elaborately and extremely 
well presented, but the hero, whose character 
is analyzed with hardly less care, comes out 
as something not suggestive of reality. If 
one were to judge only from ‘ The Willow- 
Garth,’ it would be safe to say that Mr. 
Hardinge could draw women, but not men. 
The book is not cheerful, though at times it 
is decidedly amusing, and it is altogether 
wanting in robustness, but it deserves the 
praise due to a novel of an uncommon sort 
of ability which leaves a distinct impression. 

In Miss Poynter’s first story the figure of 
Caleb Field, the dreamy, gentle-natured man 
to whom the passion of love comes late, and 
whom the madness of jealousy betrays into 
an act irretrievable, and contrary to the tenor 
of all his previous life, stands out pro- 
minently, but his unworldliness borders too 
closely on idiocy to make him a very whole- 
some subject of contemplation. Poor Cathe- 
rine, who owes to the protector of her child- 
hood tke ruin of all the happiness that might 
have blessed her woman’s estate, and who 
bears her lot with noble constancy, is a far 
more pathetic portrait. The tale is well 
written, though it is difficult to say to what 
province the rustic interlocutors —- 
‘In an Inn Garden’ is a very heartrend- 
ing scene of commonplace desertion. The 
polished man of the world who is dropping 
his inconvenient acquaintance is well con- 
trasted with the heart-broken girl of low 
degree, who sees through his treachery, and 
acquiesces in her doom. ‘ An Island Grave’ 
is a story of adventure after Culloden. The 
narrative of the Jacobite gentleman is not 
a bad attempt at the manner of the last 
century, and the story is touching. The 
amusing German baron, the ‘‘ Tragic Hero,” 
so easily consoled for a compound fracture of 
the heart, provides a slight, but welcome in- 
terlude to the generally mournful current of 
Miss Poynter’s narrative. ‘ Ambrose Malet’ 
again plunges into tragedy. The ‘ Story ofa 
God-daughter,’ in its miserable misdirection 
of a life apparently intended for nobler 
things, crowns this cumulus of imagined 
woe. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


Tue pretty but slight papers which Lady 
Colin Campbell has published under the title 
of A Book of the Running Brook and of Still 
Waters (Sampson Low & Co.) originally ap- 
peared in the Saturday Review. They treat 
of eels, pike, and especially carp, with a few 
other fresh - water fish. The writer fondly 
hopes to see our ponds stocked with fish, and 
a revival of the carp-culture of our ancestors. 
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This would benefit the farmers, she thinks, in 
these days of depression in agriculture, and feed 
the hungry poor. But sea fish is so much nicer, 
and is now procured so cheaply and is so easily 
carried throughout the country, that fresh- 
water fishes, save eels and trout, are prac- 
tically unsaleable. The poor do not, as a rule, 
care for any kind of fish except eels and 
red herrings, because fish is a tasteless viand 
unless well cooked. Good cookery, of course, is 
beyond the reach of the labourer or the poor 
man in any shape. More than most fish the 
carp is dependent upon rich sauce. Anglers 
will remember Walton’s recipe for dressing it, 
with all its sweet marjoram, thyme, parsley, 
rosemary, savory, onions, cloves, mace, oranges 
and lemons, butter, eggs, twenty pickled oysters, 
and three anchovies. What chance have the 
poor of relishing carp? Even the cooks of 
well-to-do farmers might despair of transforming 
the carp into a toothsome dish. This is an 
achievement worthy the attention of a chef. 
For the rest, much pleasant information is here 
given on our common fish. It is not every one, 
for instance, who knows that the eel possesses 
two hearts, a pulmonic and a caudal one; or 
that the ponds of the Limousin form regular 
preserves of carp. Lady Colin Campbell’s bright 
pages tell this, and much more that is interest- 
ing both to the naturalist and the angler. We 
cordially wish them success. 

Miss Iza Durrus Harpy having spent a few 
months in South Florida, apparently last winter, 
—_ us in Oranges and Alligators (Ward & 

owney) the contents of a well-filled note-book. 
By the aid of an observant eye and a graceful 
literary style she has contrived to produce a 
pleasant volume of description, interspersed with 
many small details of a more or less serviceable 
kind. Oranges and alligators are not the only 
theme of her discourse, for she has much to say 
of negroes and crackers (as the ‘‘ white trash” 
of the country are called), of lake and swamp, 
—_ and palmetto, magnolia and mocking-bird. 

he author neither belauds nor maligns the land 
of her sojourn, but holds a middle course be- 
tween the extremes indulged in by many of her 
precursors. It must, indeed, be rather exaspe- 
rating to ‘‘intending immigrants” to be told 
that if they go to Florida with plenty of money 
they will enjoy it very much, but that it is no 
place for men who have no money and no love 
for hard work. Still the conclusion is true, if 
not new. ‘‘ Work, unflinching work, is the only 
road to success, here as elsewhere, for him who 
starts in life without the golden key.” 


TuE new volume of Mr. Walter Scott’s series 
of ‘‘Camelot Classics” is Shelley's Essays and 
Letters, with an introduction by Mr. Ernest 
Rhys, who claims for his collection that it is 
‘*by far the completest that has yet been 
brought, like the poems, within multitudinous 
reach.” It is certainly the only cheap edition, 
and though it does not contain all that was in 
Mrs. Shelley’s ‘Essays and Letters from Abroad,’ 
it includes a good deal that was not there. 
Rhapsodical criticism is to be expected in an 
introductory essay, but a statement of facts and 
dates would have been more useful. In the 
same publisher’s ‘‘ Canterbury Poets” the Hon. 
Roden Noel has edited a selection from Spenser's 
Poems, explaining in a prefatory essay the 
principle upon which he has proceeded. 


THE latest addition to Messrs. Macmillan’s 
excellent reprint of Mr. Henry James’s novels 
is The Europeans.—Messrs. Smith, Elder & Co. 
send a new volume of their admirable and won- 
derfully cheap pocket edition of Thackeray’s 
works, containing Barry Lyndon and A Little 
Dinner at Timmins’s. —From Messrs. M. H. 
Gill & Son, of Dublin, we have received two 
fresh instalments of the ‘‘O’Connell Press 
Library,” Gerald Griffin’s Poems and Michael 
Banim’s stories The Bit o’ Writin’ and The Ace 
of Clubs.

Wir the intention of helping girls who live 
at home in pursuing their studies Miss Sophia 
F. A. Caulfeild has compiled A Directory of 
Girls’ Societies, Clubs, and Unions (Griffith, 
Farran & Co.), including only amateur associa- 
tions. In her introductory chapter she gives 
some very useful homely bits of advice. 


Messrs. Leckne & Ovprn, of Paris, are issu- 
ing in the present year a series of cheap “ Clas- 
siques Populaires” in the form of lives with 
extracts from the works of those described. This 
imitation of what is being done in England is a 
successful imitation so far as we can judge from 
a perusal of the third volume, which now follows 
Corneille and La Fontaine, and precedes Homer, 
Virgil, Fénelon, Racine, and Molitre—namely, 
Michelet, by M. F. Corréard. M. Corréard has 
that discriminating admiration for the subject 
of his biography which is necessary to his task, 
and the result is a most readable book, chiefly 
composed of well-chosen quotations, but contain- 
ing here and there excellent reflections. M. 
Corréard seems to have followed, at the interval 
of sixty-three years, Michelet in the post of 
Professor of History at the Collége Rollin, and 
to have the knowledge and the turn of mind 
which best fit him for fairly judging both the 
excellence and the defects of Michelet. The 
book is a school-book inasmuch as it contains 
notes inexplanation of matters which every grown- 
up person, and, indeed, every schoolboy, ought 
to understand ; but those of any age who desire 
to get a general view of Michelet’s work before 
beginning to read his histories or his famous 
*L’Oiseau’ will find it pleasant reading if they 
skip the notes. M. Corréard’s view of Michelet 
is that he stands above almost all historians in 
the power of feeling the past as keenly as the 
present, and of knowing the dead as though they 
were living people. On the other hand, he loves 
or hates these dead and the principles they pro- 
fess, and his history becomes in consequence as 
untrustworthy as the party history, say, of a 
Macaulay. Still, Michelet’s unrivalled combina- 
tion of scientific research with poetic imagina- 
tion makes his histories the most lifelike of all 
modern pictures of past times. M. Corréard 
admirably points out how, with age, imagination 
and passion in the old man killed the scientific 
spirit, and how he knelt to the Revolution as 
though to God.

AN UNPUBLISHED LETIER OF SHAKSPEARE’S 
PATRON THE EARL OF PEMBROKE. 

THROUGH the liberality of access granted by 
Lord Salisbury, and the kindness of his lord- 
ship’s librarian, Mr. R. T. Gunton, I was enabled 
afew weeks ago to make at Hatfield additional 
researches with respect to William Herbert, 
Earl of Pembroke, and his paramour, Mrs. 
Mary Fitton. The interest attaching to both 
these persons is, of course, much increased by 
the probability that it is with them that Shak- 
speare’s sonnets are to a very large extent con- 
cerned. But, apart from this, we have, as every 
Shakepeare student is aware, the testimony of 
the dedication of the 1623 folio to the personal 
relations which subsisted between William, Earl 
of Pembroke, and our great poet. Accordingly, 
any additional light which can be thrown on the 
character of the nobleman who ‘ prosequuted ” 
Shakspeare ‘‘ with so much fauour ” can scarcely 
fail to be acceptable. I therefore, with some 
confidence, append the longer of two letters 
which Mr. Gunton favoured me by copying ; and 
I add at the end some explanatory observations : 

“Sr what loue and thankfullnes you could haue 
expected from me if I had preuayled, the same 
to to [sic] the best of my power you shall find me 
ready ready [sic] to performe on all occasions now 
Iam diegraced. Her Mat, as I heard when she 
promised Mr. Mumpersons a park, after my Lo:

If her Mat* make this the return- 
ing way for her fauor, though it be like the way 
of saluation narrow & creoked, yet my hopes dare 
not trauell thorough the ruggednes of it, for they 
stumble so often, that before they come halfway 
they despaire of passing such difficulties. There be 
some things yet in her Mat* hands to dispose of, 
wh if it would pleas her to grace me wth might 
happely in some measure, patch vp my disgraces in 
the opinion of the world. But I haue vowed neuer 
againe to be a sutor, since in my first sute I haue 
receaued such a blow. I should be infinitely bound 
unto rf if you could but gett a promise that I 
should haue Jeaue to trauell after the Parliament : 
it would make me more able to doe her Matie & my 
cuntry service & lessen if not wipe out the memory 
of my disgraces, but whatsoeuer shall become of me, 
I will euer wish you all happines & continue

The occasion of this letter of September 2nd, 
1601, was the refusal of Elizabeth to renew to the 
new Earl of Pembroke the patent of the Forest 
of Dean, which evidently conferred valuable 
emoluments. How severely Pembroke felt the 
refusal is shown not only by what he says of the 
“blow” he had received, but also by that nervous 
agitation displayed in the repetition of the words 
“to” and ‘‘ready” at the commencement of 
the letter. The cause of his ‘‘ disgraces” was 
his amour with the maid of honour Mrs. Fitton, 
on account of which he had not only lost the 

ueen’s favour, but had been imprisoned in the 

leet. And the queen, it appears from another 
of Lord Salisbury’s letters, had exacted from 
him a heavy fine on his entering on his estates, 
since, his father dying a short time before he 
came of age, he had been for some three months 
under the guardianship of the Crown. The ‘‘S™ 


revious letter as “sweet St Edward,” was Sir 

dward Winter, as my friend the Rev. W. A. 
Harrison has found out. That the fact is so 
may be seen in the following extract from the 
Calendar of State Papers, Domestic Series, 
1603-1610, and the entry shows that Pembroke 
obtained eventually, in the days of James, the 
much-desired patent of the Forest of Dean: 
‘¢Grant to the Earl of Pembroke, on surrender 
of Sir Edw. Winter, of the office of Constable of 
the Castle of St. Briavels, in the forest of Dean, 
Gloucestershire, with the keeping of the deer 
and woods there.” The date given is January 
10th, 1608. Mr. Harrison has not been able to 
ascertain the exact age of Winter, but the 
epithet “sweet "—“ if the Queene determine to 
continue my banishment, & preferr sweet S™ 
Edward before me ”—may be taken as showing, 
not only the special favour of the queen, but 
also that the person so spoken of was still youth- 
ful, and probably endowed with personal beauty, 
like Pembroke himself. And the fondness of 
the queen for these young men casts a not un- 
important light on her character. Mrs. Fitton 
she seems to have regarded as an obnoxious 
rival, and hence, in part at least, her extreme 
displeasure towar? . ‘embroke. 
The Parliamen: alluded to met in the autumn 
of 1601, though what office Pembroke held in 
relation to it is obscure. The permission to

banished from Court, and required to reside in 
the country. 

The letter brings before us a man of sensitive- 
ness and imagination. The comparison of him- 
self to the newly captured hawk is noteworthy, 
as also the parallel which he draws between the 
difficulties of his position and those presented by 
the ‘“‘narrow and crooked way of salvation.” 
Herbert's sensitiveness appears also in a letter of 
August 13th, in which he speaks of his melan- 
choly possibly causing him to be never “ fitt for 
any civill society.” This evidence is interesting 
with reference to that sympathy and deep affec- 
tion for the poet’s friend of which the sonnets 
speak, and also as putting aside the notion that 
Pembroke’s attractiveness for Shakspeare re- 
sulted from his bounty, described in Sonnet 53 
as like the ‘‘ foyzon of the yeare.”

could also be reproduced to the life.” 


Dr. Herveicn Vrenorr, the Rector of the 
Realschule at Trier, well known as a literary 





historian, and especially as a commentator 
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upon Goethe and Schiller, has died in that 
city in his eighty-third year. 

Tue circle of Old Catholic scholars in the 
University of Bonn has suffered another 
loss by the death of Dr. Andreas Menzel, 
the senior of the Catholic theological faculty, 
at the age of seventy-one. 

A Few days ago a new work by the pre- 
sent Pope appeared in all the Italian book- 
shops, ‘Inscriptiones et Carmina Leonis 
XIII. Pontificis Maximi.’ It consists mainly 
of poems and verses in Latin in praise of 
the Virgin Mary. As the booksellers, how- 
ever, fixed the price of the little volume at 
will, the Pope has stopped its further sale, 
and has ordered that copies shall be given 
gratis to the clergy and the poor schools. 
It is said that Leo XIII. before publishing 
the work submitted it to a number of 
eminent classical scholars in order that the 
Latin style might be as flawless as possible. 

Tue Societa Storica Lombarda has de- 
puted to Signor Salveraglio, of the Biblio- 
teca di Brera, the task of compiling the 
long-talked-of ‘ Bibliografia Milanese.’ 

WE regret to hear that Count Léon Tolstoi, 
the Russian novelist, is at present suffering 
from a very dangerous attack of erysipelas. 
The count is, however, yet young, and the 
best is hoped from his vigorous constitution. 
His writings are becoming better known 
every day, especially through the excellent 
French translations of MM. Derely, de 
Hauterive, and Halpérine. An English 
edition of several of his short tales for the 
people, representing the latest phase of Count 
Tolstoi’s life and work, is in preparation. 

Tue Greek literary society, the Syllogos, 
had arranged for a congress in Constan- 
—— and invitations had been sent out 
to the literary and scientific societies of all 
nations likely to be interested, inviting them 
to send delegates. The Porte, however, to 
the surprise of the Syllogos and the chagrin 
of the Greek population, has prohibited the 
meeting.

THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION AT BIRMINGHAM, 


THE meeting at Birmingham has proved a 
great success. Those members of the Associa- 
tion whose knowledge of Birmingham is derived 
from the current description of that city as the 
‘*toy-shop of Europe” and as being distin- 
guished for its ‘‘ dirty streets and mean houses” 
must have been surprised to find so magnificent 
an array of public buildings and quite a number 
of broad thoroughfares, lined with houses which 
would do credit to any capital, whilst the older 
members, who attended the meeting in 1865, 
cannot have failed to notice the progress made 
since then. Not only has the population be- 
tween 1865 and 1886 risen from 220,000 to 
427,000 souls, but important institutions, such 
as Mason College, the public picture gallery at 
the back of the palatial Council- House, the School 
of Art, and a congeries of free libraries, now 
holding some 150,000 volumes, have sprung 
into existence. Birmingham certainly has cause 
to be proud of her educational institutions, and 
it cannot be doubted that this general accessi- 
bility of knowledge has largely influenced the 
character of the inhabitants, and more espe- 
cially the working population. The secre- 
taries of sections have observed that the messen- 
gers and others attached to their committee 





rooms exhibited more intelligence in the per- 
formance of their duties than in other towns. 
The workpeople employed about the local exhi- 
bition at Bingley Hall very courteously and readily 
answered all questions that were addressed to 
them by inquisitive visitors. Of that exhibition 
it may truly be said that no other town in the 
world would have been able, out of its own 
resources, to get up a show at once so varied in 
character and attractive in all its features. Even 
in the manufacture of screws and pens artistic 
taste appears to be the presiding genius, as some 
of the trophies of these useful articles showed. It 
is almost a pity that the many other attractions, 
scientific and social, prevented visitors from 
devoting as much time to this exhibition as it 
deserved. In addition to the ‘‘ workshops” in 
the exhibition itself, forty of the more important 
manufactories, representative of all departments 
of local industry, were freely thrown open to 
members of the Association. 

Hospitality has been practised on a large and 
generous scale. The conversazione at Bingley Hall 
and the Mayor’s reception at the Council-House 
were thoroughly well enjoyed by the thousands 
present, and this is due in no small measure to 
the talent for organization exhibited by the 
members of the local committee, who appear 
to have profited from the lessons given by the 
caucus. The seven clubs freely threw open 
their premises, and three among them went so 
far as to extend the privileges of honorary mem- 
bership to ladies, showing that they are more 
advanced in this respect than the Council of 
the Association, who do not think the time has 
come yet for placing ladies on the committees 
of sections. The Clef Club invited as many 
members to one of their smoking concerts as 
their somewhat limited accommodation per- 
mitted. The entertainment given by the Clef 
Club fully upheld the high reputation which 
that musical association enjoys. 

The excursions on Saturday and Thursday to 
the number of twenty-eight, with accommodation 
for nearly 3,000 persons, were somewhat marred 
by the unsettled state of the weather. However, 
although Birmingham was bathed in an atmo- 
sphere of steam on Saturday, and torrents of 
rain fell repeatedly, there was not a day with- 
out sunshine. Sixteen afternoon walks to places 
of interest were conducted by local men of 
science, in addition to which opportunities were 
afforded for visiting the board schools. I may 
mention here that the local guide, prepared by 
these scientific gentlemen under the presidency 
of G. J. Johnson, will prove an acceptable 
memorial of more than ephemeral value. Eight 
garden parties attracted 1,800 visitors, and the 
masterly performance of the ‘ Elijah’ proved a 
treat to all musical members of the Association. 

As to the scientific work of the Association, 
there may have been a falling off in novelties, 
but there certainly has been no falling off in the 
number or the quality of the papers presented. 
Sir William Dawson, the President, very appro- 
priately took for his subject the geological his- 
tory of the North Atlantic, which he described 
as connecting rather than separating Britain 
and America. In the sections as many as 
389 papers were read or taken as read, the 
lion’s share (eighty-two papers) falling to Sec- 
tion A, closely followed by Section C (seventy- 
nine papers), whilst the Anthropological Section 
(H) brought up the rear with twenty-four papers, 
whose intrinsic worth can hardly be said to 
have compensated for smallness of numbers. 
It is obvious that so large a number of papers 
cannot be adequately discussed, and an exten- 
sion of the practice of setting apart the larger 
portion of a day, if not a whole day, for the 
discussion of a particular subject or theory is to 
be recommended. Several sections which acted 
on this principle were rewarded with large and 
attentive audiences. A consideration of the 
physical and physiological theories of colour- 
vision in Section A brought to the fore Lord 
Rayleigh, Dr. A. Kénig, and others of a similar 





stamp. Section B had a discussion on the 
‘Nature of Solutions,’ opened by Prof. Tilden - 
Section D dealt with cerebral localization ; Se. 
tion E with geographical education, introduced 
by Mr. Douglas Freshfield ; and Section F with 
techical education. In the Geological Section 
Prof. Lapworth and others read papers estab. 
lishing the existence of Cambrian rocks in the 
Midland Counties. The exhibition of geo- 
graphical appliances attached to Section F 
proved a source of attraction to numerous 
visitors, who had the advantage of Mr. Keltie’s 
explanation of its contents. 

Among the evening lectures that by Prof, 
Riicker on ‘Soap Bubbles’ was listened to with 
rapt attention. Prof. Rutherford, on the other 
hand, failed in interesting his listeners in ths 
‘Sense of Hearing.’ The lecture to working 
men, delivered by Prof. Robertson - Austen, 
dealt very appropriately with the ‘ Colours of 
Metals and Alloys.’ 

The large income of the Association, which 
during the past year amounted to 3,805I., un. 
doubtedly justifies an appropriation of 1,500). 
to scientific purposes. Out of this sum the 
biological stations at Naples, Granton, and 
Plymouth are to receive 225/.; the observatory 
on Ben Nevis has been voted 75l.; the editors 
of the Zoological Record 100l.; and Mr. John- 
ston 75l. for exploring the fauna and flora of the 
Cameroons Peak. 

Next year the Association will meet, as pre- 
viously arranged, at Manchester, under the 
presidency of Prof. Sir H. E. Roscoe; and in 
1888 at Bath. In the latter year, however, an 
accessory meeting is to take place at Sydney in 
connexion with the celebration of the centenary 
of the foundation of the colony of New South 
Wales. This meeting is to be conducted by the 
officers of the Association. Between forty and 
fifty representatives of science, art, or literature 
will be the guests of the Colonial Government.

ASTRONOMICAL NOTES, 

THE death is announced of Dr. G. A. R. May- 
wald, who had been for eighteen years on the 
staff of the Berlin <Astronomisches Jahrbuch, 
and who devoted his time especially to the cal- 
culation of the orbits of the small planets. He 
was in the seventieth year of his age, and died 
at Berlin on the 19th of July. 

The Annual Report of the Yale College Obser- 
vatory has been issued for the year ending on 
the 31st of last May. Dr. W. L. Elkin, who has 
been in charge of the heliometer (and whose 
previous labours at the Cape Observatory in con- 
junction with Dr. Gill will be in the recollection 
of our readers), gives an account of the observa- 
tions of the stars in the Pleiades, which have 
been continued from the previous year, and of 
the progress of the scheme for investigating the 
average parallax of the stars of the first magni- 
tude, special attention having also been given 
to the parallax of Arcturus. During the past 
winter Mr. A. Hall, jun., has been making 
observations with a view to the determination 
of the mass of the planet Saturn from measures 
of the large satellite Titan. 

Dr. Doberck, the Government Astronomer at 
Hongkong, has published his observations made 
there in the year 1885. These are chiefly mag- 
netical and meteorological ; some astronomical 
observations have, however, been made, prin- 
cipally for the determination of local time and 
the establishment thereby of a time-signal ser- 
vice on the island, but including also those of a 
few casual phenomena. 





GEOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 


THOSE who are interested in Asiatic travel 
will remember the Hungarian scientific ex- 
pedition to Western China undertaken a 
few years ago by Count Bela Széchenyi in 
company with a few scientific men _ repre- 
senting various branches of research. The 
foremost place amongst the latter was occupied 
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— 
by M. L. Léczy, a Hungarian geologist of 

e 
—- valuable description of the Chinese 
empire. This book, written in Hungarian, not 
only embodies a minute account of the geo- 
graphy, orography, hydrography, and natural 
wealth of many little-known parts of the 
Middle Kingdom, but gives at the same time 
an excellent picture of the Chinese in general. 
M. Léczy’s book ranks with tha best of modern 
publications, and we are glad that it is likely to 
be brought out in an English version. 

Lieut. G. M. Stoney reports from Fort Cosmos 
on the Putnam river, Alaska, under date De- 
cember 26th, 1885, that in a sledging expedition 
to the northward he reached a river which, ac- 
« cording to native report, is stated to empty itself 
into the Arctic Ocean near Point Barrow. Game 
was found in plenty. The lowest temperature 
observed was —45° F, 

A Correspondent writes from Melbourne :— 

“The question of Antarctic exploration is exciting 

some interest in Victoria, where, indeed, it was 
mooted two years ago by Baron von Miiller; and 
a strong committee, representing both the Royal 
Society and the Geographical Society of Australasia, 
has taken up the subject. It will be remembered 
that a committee with the like object was appointed 
last autumn by the British Association. The scien- 
tific importance of Antarctic exploration is obvious, 
«g., the discovery of fossils might throw much light 
on the history of the Australian flora and fauna, 
and the condition of the volcanoes might show 
their connexion or otherwise with those of New 
Zealand. But, in short, very little is known in any 
direction as to the physical character of the region. 
Jan expedition might also, it is thought, have a 
practical outcome in the discovery of valuable 
whale and seal fishing grounds, and large guano 
deposits are known toexist. It is proposed to take 
advantage of any expedition to establish some use- 
ful supplies in the form of live stock and vege- 
tables in the Macquarie, Campbell. and other islands 
to the southward. The cost would, it is calculated, 
be materially lessened by bringing out a Scotch 
steam whaler in cargo, and it is believed that a 
passenger trip starting from Victoria in the hot 
season might be financially successful.” 
A report on ‘‘ British New Guinea” has been 
published in Victoria by Mr. Seymour Fort, who 
was private secretary to the late High Com- 
missioner Sir Peter Scratchley, detailing the 
arrangements made for the administration of the 
settlement, though these cannot, as is pointed out, 
assume a very definite form until the Colonial 
Office has made up its mind on the form they are 
finally to take ; nor until then can the colonial 
governments be expected to decide the extent 
and form of the assistance they are to render. 
The intention is to govern at first through the 
chiefs, whose influence, however, is often very 
limited. Mr. Fort says there are three kinds of 
chiefs, viz., those having, 1, a social, 2, a personal, 
3,a religious or superstitious influence, and that 
the three qualifications are sometimes, though 
not often, found united in the same individual. 
He quotes some curious evidence to show that 
the murders of Europeans have usually been a 
judicial execution, sometimes of an innocent in- 
dividual, in requital of a previous murder by a 
European, the most curious instance being after 
the restoration by the Queensland Government 
of some kidnapped labourers. Where some of 
. these had died in Queensland compensation was 
given and at once accepted ; this, however, was 
accidentally omitted in three cases, and the 
death of three Europeans was the consequence. 
And on one occasion, after the murder of an 
Englishman, the slayer voluntarily came on 
board a man-of-war and offered the usual com- 
pensation, without the slightest misgiving as to 
its acceptance.

Tue National Fish Culture Association have 
taken under their direction a marine and fresh- 
water observatory established at Lochbuie, Isle 
of Mull, which promises to afford most useful 
results as to the movements of herrings and of 
the Salmonide. 

Pror. FrepericK Serrte Barrr has died 
in his sixty-third year. He was Professor 
of Chemistry to the Royal Academy, to the 
Catholic University College at Kensington, 
and in the Jesuits’ College, Beaumont. His 
name was widely known by the method which 
he introduced of preventing iron from rusting 
by producing a film of magnetic or black oxide 
of iron on the surface of the metal. 

At arecent sitting of the Academy of Medi- 
cine of Paris, Dr. Bateman, of Norwich, author 
of works on aphasia and on Darwinism, was 
elected a Foreign Corresponding Member. 
Amongst the physicians upon whom this dis- 
tinction has been conferred during the last 
quarter of a century have been the late Prof. 
Bennett, F.R.S., of Edinburgh ; Dr. West and 
Sir Joseph Fayrer, of London ; and the late Sir 
Dominick Corrigan, Bart., physician to the 
Queen in Ireland. 

M. Came Korcutrn brought before the 
Academy of Sciences on the 23rd of August a 
paper deserving much attention ‘ On the Purple 
of the Solar Spectrum.’ He contends that the 
solar spectrum yields only two simple colours, 
blue and yellow. It is not easy to describe within 
alimited space M. Koechlin’s views; they must be 
carefully studied to be properly understood. He 
contends that the spectrum contains the ele- 
ments of all shades, by mixture, or by diluting 
with white, or extinction with black. In the 
last case the colours containing blue preserve 
their tint, while those on the opposite side of 
the yellow become changed in character. The 
whole question of colour radiations is opened 
anew by these statements, and it demands a most 
thorough and exhaustive examination from M. 
Koechlin’s point of view. 

Tue Records of the Geological Survey of India, 
Part III. for 1886, has been received. Mr. 
William King, the superintendent of the Sur- 
vey, contributes two papers : one, a * Geological 
Sketch of the Vizagapatam District, Madras,’ 
the other being a ‘ Memorandum on the Malanj- 
khandi Copper Ore in the Balaghat District, 
Central Provinces.’ Col. C. A. McMahon fur- 
nishes ‘Notes on the Microscopic Structure of 
some Specimens of the Malani Rocks of the 
Arvali Region.’ 

Baron FerpINAND VON MULLER is supple- 
menting his great services to Australian botany 
with a ‘ Key to the System of Victorian Plants,’ 
of which one part has already appeared, con- 
sisting of plain and effective illustrations, each 
representing a characteristic plant of a particular 
order. The writer considers that even without 
further aid these should enable a student to 
identify other species of the same order, as the 
habitat of each of these species is given, and a 
clear and popular description of each will be 
added. The work will be of a size to be easily 
carried in the pocket as a handbook. 

Tue Transactions of the Seismological Society 
of Japan, Parts I. and II. of Vol. IX., have been 
received. Dr.C. G. Knott contributesan excellent 
paper ‘On Earthquake Frequency.’ The pheno- 
mena are examined with much care, and the 


periodicity ” does find a possible explanation 
in the meteorological phenomena suggested. 
Prof. R. Shida, M.E., describes an ‘* auto- 
matic current recorder,” which description is 
illustrated by plates. This appears to be an 
exceedingly delicate instrument of great sensi- 
bility. The same author writes ‘On Earth 
Currents,’ which he has evidently made the 
subject of close study. The discussion which 
follows the reading of this paper, and the exten- 
sive tabular results which conclude Part I., are 
evidences of the unremitting attention given to 
this subject by the professors of natural philo- 
sophy in the Engineering College at Tokio. 
Part IT. is entirely devoted to ‘The Volcanoes 
of Japan,’ by Mr. John Milne, who has made 
several excursions into the country, and, whilst 
collecting notes chiefly relating to geology and 
mining, has given considerable attention to 
volcanoes. Mr. Milne’s researches enable him 
to record volcanic eruptions as far back as 796, 
continuing them down to the most recent erup- 
tions, giving in all records of about 233 out- 
bursts. Sketch drawings accompany the text, 
and numerous tables recording active results 
are given. This part concludes with a state- 
ment as to the effects of volcanic eruptions on 
the people, who have, it appears, an intensified 
form of mountain worship, created and continued 
by the fears resulting from frequent and severe 
volcanic outbursts. 

H. W. writes from Naples, August 31st :— 

“The shock of earthquake here was the more 
alarming that there had been none of those pre- 
liminary indications which often precede any great 
elemental disturbance. Vesuvius had for a long 
time been dormant, only emitting steam, or at in- 
tervals sending down a gentle stream of lava to- 
wards the south-east. On the afternoon of the 
28th of August, however, it began to utter roars 
and to eject masses of larva high into the air. A 
few minutes before 11 o’clock P.M. a shock was 
felt more severe than any which has occurred 
since the terrible disaster which befell the province 
of Basilicata in 1857, and which I reported to you 
at the time. ‘The shock,’ says Prof. Palmieri,‘ was 
sensibilissima, proceeding from north-west to south- 
east, at first undulatory, and terminating in fifteen 
seconds with a vertical movement —so slight, in- 
deed, that the replica was fully expected on the 
following night...... The attitude of Vesuvius is con- 
sistent with its previous history. The earthquake 
of Calabria in 1783 finished with the great eruption 
of Heckla, followed by abundant eruptions of 
Vesuvius. The earthquake of Melfi in August, 
1851, was followed by the eruption of Etna in 
1852. The earthquake of Basilicata in the month 
of December, 1857, finished with the long-continued 
eruption of Vesuvius of 1858.’ Palmieri does not 
found any prophecy on these facts, and the seismo- 
graph, which is now very quiet, does not lend him 
any assistance. At Lecce there were two tre- 
mendous shocks. The ignorant crowd attributed 
the earthquake to the prohibition of the féte of 
the patron saint. A rush was made for the 
cathedral, where the statue of the saint was seized, 
and was carried in procession all the night, accom- 
panied by sacred hymns and prayers. Despatches 
were sent from Naples to Procida and Ischia, and 
some fresh disaster was feared at Casamicciola, but 
all was well. From Pozzuoli a commission of scien- 
tific men visited the solfatara. Immersing the ther- 
mometer in the warm spring, the temperature was 
found to be 61° centigrade, four degrees less than 
usual, This and the perfect repose of the seismic 
machinery restored tranquillity, The little town 
was illuminated, and patrols were organized which 
maintained order every where.”

Sigillographie del’ Empire Byzantin. Par Gus- 
tave Schlumberger. Avec 1,100 Dessins 
par L. Dardel. (Paris, Leroux.) 

Ir is only of late years that much attention 
has been paid to Byzantine sigillography. 
From the days of Ficorini and Prince Torre- 





hypotheses advocated are clearly expressed. 
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scarcely any attention had been paid toit. It 
is enough to say that in the fourth volume 
of the ‘Corpus Inscriptionum Greecarum,’ 
in which it was thought advisable to draw 
upon the inscriptions on seals, not more 
than seventy are mentioned. In the begin- 
ning of the fifties Kohne and Marchant 
almost at the same time drew attention to 
these little memorials of antiquity. Since 
that time the interest of scholars has in- 
creased and various volumes have been 
published. Collections have been gradually 
formed—more especially in the East since 
the lucky find in street-making at Constan- 
tinople, when several heaps of leaden seals 
came to light. Mordtmann and Sorlin- 
Dorigny were exceedingly zealous in publish- 
ing seals; and M. Schlumberger has followed 
in their steps with equal ardour, especially 
since his journey in the East enabled him 
to form an exceedingly rich collection of his 
own. From 1877 down to the publication 
of the work which stands at the head of this 
article, he printed no fewer than twelve 
monographs on the subject. These, how- 
ever, can be regarded as merely preliminary 
to the magnum opus. 

We cannot yet speak of a corpus sigillorum, 
because the scattered materials have not 
been got together and critically sifted ; but 
thanks to this book of M. Schlumberger’s 
the first important steps have been taken; the 
study of Byzantine sigillography now assumes 
the position due to it, and the necessary 
systematization. Future publications may 
without difficulty range themselves beside it. 

In a long introduction the author gives a 
general sketch of the subject. He treats of 
the importance of the study of Byzantine 
seals, the manner in which they were pre- 
pared and used, thevarious typesof them that 
are met with, the legends upon them, and the 
difficulties that occur in deciphering them. 
It may be easily imagined that in the course 
of his remarks he solves or starts several 
interesting problems. Many seals, which on 
account of their trifling importance find no 
proper place in the division into five classes 
which is adopted in the body of the work, are 
disposed of in this introduction. In the pages 
which follow it more than a thousand seals 
are catalogued and described and assigned 
to their proper class. In the first class are 
placed the seals of the superior officials 
of the Themes of the Byzantine Empire 
and of the occupants of the episcopal sees. 
These M. Schlumberger has arranged 
geographically. In the second are placed 
the seals of the military authorities, 
while the third is devoted to those of the 
officials connected with education and eccle- 
siastical affairs. In the fourth are placed 
the seals of the emperors and the princes of 
the imperial family and those of the civil 
administration. Finally, in the fifth are 
placed those upon which are found family 
names without official titles. 

The interest attaching to this large number 
of seals is manifold. Either on account of the 
symbols engraved upon themor of the inscrip- 
tions found on them, they are highly curious. 
The large variety of titles that they contain 
renders them a welcome and instructive 
supplement to the treatise of Constantine 
Porphyrogenitus ‘De Ceremoniis Aule By- 
zantine,’ while on the other hand, as they 
frequently contain inscriptions in iambic 
trimeters, the epigrams with which we thus 





become acquainted, and which often possess 
poetical beauty, may be regarded as an 
addition to the anthology. So these little 
memorials are of value both for the history 
of the Byzantine Empire and for medi- 
eeval Greek literature and art. For these 
reasons it was time that they should be col- 
lected and examined. 

It may well be supposed that in a work 
of such extent and dealing with minute 
details much needs revision. The notes of 
M. Schlumberger upon each seal are certainly 
ample, and in several respects full of in- 
formation, but it would be quite possible 
to take exception to some of his statements. 
This is more especially the case with the 
interpretation of the legends. They are 
often in such bad preservation and so 
weather-worn that both eyesight and 
patience are required. A second investi- 
gator can, therefore, often hit the mark better 
than the first. Through a very slight modi- 
fication the sense of a corrupt passage may 
be restored, a name more correctly de- 
ciphered, an epithet more exactly inter- 
preted. The best defence of the author in 
such cases is to ask his critics that they 
should themselves collect, explain, and pub- 
lish as large a mass of materials. Who would 
venture to say that he could have done the 
work as a whole better? Only one objec- 
tion can really be urged. Had the compiler 
of the ‘Sigillographie’ examined more 
closely the principle of the metrical form of 
the inscriptions, he would have possessed 
himself of a critical instrument of high value 
for the exact and certain interpretation of 
many passages. He would, at all events, 
have improved his book. But we should be 
thankful for the excellent work that he has 
accomplished with great labour and self- 
sacrifice. 








Marks and Monograms on European and 
Oriental Pottery and Porcelain, with Historical 
Notices of each Manufactory. By W. Chaffers. 
Illustrated. (Reeves & Turner.)—The appear- 
ance of a seventh edition, revised and consider- 
ably augmented, of Mr. Chaffers’s stupendous 
opus, which in bulk seems to emulate the 
Post Office Directory, and is abundantly illus- 
trated, will be a cheering fact for all lovers 
of the ceramic craft and decorative design in 
clay. This rich volume now consists of 918 
pages of closely printed matter and of choice 
typography, on paper which is at once flexible, 
tough, and thin, smooth without being “shiny,” 
and of a good colour. Altogether the ‘‘ getting 
up” or attire and ornaments of this famous 
work in the latest edition are first rate. This 
edition has been augmented by several new 
articles, including a history of Japanese wares 
derived from a report which accompanied the 
Japanese Historical Collection of Ceramics which 
was Officially exhibited at Philadelphia, and is 
now in the South Kensington Museum. This 
report is an admirable document, of the greatest 
value to all lovers of Japanese ‘‘ pots,” and 
capable of affording light of the most precious 
kind on a subject of great importance. Mr. 
Chaffers has examined piece by piece the 
whole of this collection—a magnificent body of 
examples, the acquisition of which is one of the 
most interesting facts connected with the national 
collection of objets d'art.

THE PRIVATE COLLECTIONS OF ENGLAND, 
No. LXXXIV.—MR. ALBERT WOOD'S, CONWAY. 

WE conclude our notice of the more im. 
portant works in the collection at Bodlondeb, 
The dramatic qualities, energy, and wealth of 
colour distinguishing Mr. F. Madox Brown's 
‘ Cordelia’s Portion’ require a volume for full 
illustration. It is one of the most masculine and 
pathetic designs, and among the best examples 
of the painter’s technique, triumphing in a sort 
of sumptuous realism which is_ thoroughly 
original. The old king, full of bitter anger, is 
enthroned near the centre of the design, and 
draws back in the seat, lowering his head so 
that his white beard sweeps his chest, while, 
with fierce reproach, he looks under his bushy 
grey eyebrows at Cordelia, standing near his 
feet ; with a passionate hand he grasps the arm 
of the throne, and, in the wrath which possesses 
all his frame, seems to shake it, imperial ensigns 
andall. Lear’s right hand holds the tall sceptre, 
with a heavy head, across his lap. Cordelia, 
being dazed and helpless, and too full of love 
to protest against the overwhelming fury of her 
father, yet all sweetness and regret, in a con- 
fused and almost shamefast way touches her 
ear with one hand as if she would shut out the 
barbarous words ringing there, and, turning away 
hopeless of justification, abandons her left hand 
to her husband, the King of France, who, look- 
ing up as if he appealed to Heaven for help, 
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presses it to his breast, thus expressing his own £ artist w: 


loyalty to and love for the bride whose dower 
is curses. The charm of Cordelia isin her stately 
youth and grace, her tenderness and incapability 
of resentment. Her face is as honest as it is fair, 
her slender figure is draped in a quasi-Roman 
mode, while her long auburn tresses, bound with 
silver ribbons, descend to her hip from beneath 
an ample veil of tissue. Regan and Goneril— 
the one haggard, hatchet-faced, and serpent- 
like, the other fat, insolent, and haughty—stand 
behind their father, and their husbands kneel 
by the throne, thus making a fine composition, 
contrasting in its massiveness and stillness with 
the movements and deep emotions of the grou 
at the opposite side. The fool, the steward, 
Burgundy—who bites his nails with envy—are 
in the background. The map of Britain, with 
Cordelia’s portion rent across, lies where Lear 
cast it on the floor. The dramatic vigour of 
this design is such that the spectator, startled 
by its energy without extravagance, is wholly 
carried away, as if he saw the movements and 
heard the voices.

He reeled among the ferns, tripped, 
and fell ; his pockets were rifled of letters, and 
a pack of cards found there was strewn at his 
feet. His adversaries departed careless of his 
fate, so that he remained helpless and slowly 
bleeding till a Puritan lady and her grim, hard- 
| featured lover, going to or coming from the 
meeting-house they affected, strolled in the 
woodland path, and she, with more tenderness 
than her handsome, but stern and set features 
promised, knelt at his side, propped his shoulders 
with her knee, laid his head against her breast, 
and, with anxious eyes and heedful action, strove 
to staunch the blood still slowly flowing from 
his wound over his collar of rich lace, and already 
rusting the corselet which the night dews have 
dimmed while the man lay abandoned to his 
fate. Her lips are slightly parted, and her 
black eyes eagerly, yet with something less 
than sympathy, watch his face. The tragedy is 
intense ; nothing could be better than the faces ; 
but the sentiment of the stern design culminates 
at the much higher pitch of the Puritan lover’s 
austere, close-shaven visage, as wan and sour as 
it can be, yet not without a touch of pity. 
Otherwise it is like a face of pallid marble be- 
longing to a figure carved in stone. Partly 
hidden by the oak, the white figure seems paler 
by contrast with the black shadows of the pine 
wood in the rear, and it becomes ghastly in the 
shade of the steeple hat which crowns the still, 
stiff, erect, and darkly clad form of the man, 
who, with the Bible in one hand, neglects to 
move the other hand to help the enemy whose 
death he watches with a stony stare, set lips, 
and indrawn nostrils. 

The reader sees the original conception of 
this very remarkable design was confused, so 
that the painter, having broken the sword—a 
very conspicuous element of the work—in one 
direction, and painted the owner dying in the 
opposite direction, had actually prevented us 
from grasping his meaning ; while intending to 
inform us that the victim had lain unnoticed a 
long while, he could hit on no better means than 
that which Hogarth employed more justly, i.e., 
he delineated a spider’s web between the oak 
trunk and the shattered blade. So hide-bound 
was his invention in one direction that he 
employed a butterfly departing from the weapon’s 
edge to signify the flight of the owner's soul. 
Trivial as these defects are, they jar our sense 
of the passionate tragedy, the awful coldness of 
the Puritan, and the merely dutiful manner 
of the helpful lady. On the other hand, all the 
faces before us are probably unsurpassed in the 
justness and intensity of the passion they dis- 
play with the greater vigour because there is 
nothing demonstrative or melodramatic in any 
of their features. Burton worked out every 
detail of his subject with amazing tenacity, his 
grip of its motives never slackened, and even 
the defects we have mentioned attest the 
strenuousness of his mind. After this supreme 
effort of his art had failed to secure that honour 
it merited the painter lived an almost embittered 
man, and but a few years later died in the prime

It is right to place here, close to our account of 
the unhappy chef-d’euvre of the unhappy artist, 
a note on Rossetti’s large water -colour picture 
called ‘Drawing of the Lots,’ which is dated 
1868, and shows a crowd of damsels, includ- 
ing the Princess Sabra, whom St. George de- 
livered from the dragon. The painting delineates 
a portion of the legend Rossetti illustrated in 
‘St. George and the Dragon,’ ‘The Wedding 
of St. George,’ ‘The Princess Sabra,’ and 
several replicas and versions of those designs. 
The crowd of damsels gather in a close company, 
their limbs, heads, and voluminous draperies 
mingling in strange complexity, before an old 
crone, who, crouching on our right, holds out

the dragon. The evil lot has a death’s head on 
it, and the princess holds it up while lamenting 
her fate. Her companions join in sympathy 
with the luckless one. The drawing is, of course, 
marked by energy and wealth of design and 
romantic expression ; its conception is dramatic, 
and, despite some murkiness in the colours, it is 
very effective. It is, nevertheless, by no means 
one of the best examples bearing the artist’s 
name. 

By Edwin Landseer we have a small, highly 
finished, very clear and solid picture of a white 
dog—no doubt ‘‘ Brutus,” second of the name— 
crouching on straw in a stable. It is called 
‘Dog and Dish.’ The hard, bristly, shining 
white of the creature’s hide marks the fidelity 
not less than the tact and care of the painter, 
who, c. 1820, was in the prime of his youth when 
he worked thus, as he seldom worked again. 
Not far from this piece of thoroughly old- 
fashioned English painting—an example of direct 
and forceful portraiture, done with consummate 
skill and without flinching—hangs a brilliant, 
richly coloured, highly Italianized picture by Mr. 
Hook, called the ‘ Return of Torello,’ an illus- 
tration of Boccaccio’s story of the husband who 
had been long away returning in the nick of 
time, when his fair young wife sat at her second 
wedding feast, where Torello, gravely uncovering 
his head, revealed himself to the astonished 
bride by means of a ringin awinecup. Though 
not his most energetic design, nor proving that the 
subject had the best of the artist’s sympathies, 
this is a charming exercise in the Venetian 
manner of colouring he had acquired from 
Carpaccio, with the brilliancy and effective 
contrasted tints of Mansueti, his model for a 
sumptuous chiaroscuro such as this picture, 
which was at the Academy in 1852, and at 
the International Exhibition ten years later, 
exhibits with exceptional good fortune. Its con- 
dition is perfect, and due to the simple method 
of its execution. Painted a primo, it has not 
yielded the lustre or the purity of its tints to 
time. Poole’s sketch for his very famous picture 
of Glaucus and Ione in the boat by moonlight 
deserves mention here. The design is more 
spontaneous than that of the finished picture. 
Mr. Prinsep’s ‘ La Siesta,’ a lady in a red dress 
extended on a couch, is not lost at Bodlondeb. 
One of Sir John Millais’s sketches of ‘A Hugue- 
not,’ the figures being half length, is noteworthy. 
Mr. Spencer Stanhope’s ‘Labours of Psyche,’ 
depicted in four figures, have sculpturesque 
designs. Two heads by Denner, said to repre- 
sent his father and mother, and similar to the 
famous Hampton Court pictures, are in one of 
the rooms here, and distinguished by their 
smooth elaboration and greenish half tints. 

A very large and poetic landscape, in- 
spired with pathos Corot and Claude would 
have accepted, adorns the staircase in Mr. 
Wood's house. It is by Mr. Mark Anthony, 
and called ‘ Nature’s Mirror,’ because it com- 
prises a still pond between lines of willows, 
birches, and oaks in calm grey weather, when 
the air, land, and clouds are very slightly flushed 
with sunlight coming one hardly knows whither. 
The work throughout is distinguished by the 
painter's mastery of grey ; the sky is touched 
with silver and purple, and here and there with 
a warmer lustre which is not potent enough to 
break the restful charm of the effect. Two boys 
loiter on the bank of the pool, a spaniel goes to 
the water. Full of colour, broad, solemn, and 
serene, the painter's characteristically grave 
sentiment is here apparent at its best—a very 
fine, original, and sincere best it is. This pic- 
ture was at the Royal Academy in 1854, and in 
that year won the prize of the Liverpool Aca- 
demy. It bears the motto :— 

A solitary pool, fring’d round with rushes wild, 

With drooping willows and with birch o’erhung, 

The moorhen’s haunt, 

Near the serenely majestic Anthony hangs a 
good snow piece by M. Munthe, displaying in 
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his fine yet mannered mode that hackneyed but 
noble subject a lurid sunset over a flat, with 
the vista of a rough road, traversed by shivering 
figures, and ending at a group of cottages and 
bare trees. Glowing with the fullest light of an 
English autumn afternoon on a steep woodland 
alley is Mr. W. Linnell’s ‘ Rats’ Holes,’ 1857; 
it is inspired by a noble feeling for the effect, 
breadth, and colour. Two boys and their terriers 
lay siege to certain rats housed in a marly bank. 

Mr. Wood is fortunate in possessing, among 
many other fine English water-colour drawings, 
De Wint’s large and admirable ‘ Carnarvon 
Castle,’ and a very hard but learned picture by 
Mr. W. G. Shaw, representing ‘ Kilkee, County 
Clare,’ a view of the coast of dark yellow sand- 
stone beaten by great waves which sway furiously 
in the clear sunlight. The reflections of the 
billows on the cliffs and the sun-shadows have 
been very carefully studied.

THE TOMB OF ARAGAZZI, 
Burlington Fine-Arts Club. 

Many admirers of Donatello, who will have had 
their interest excited by Mr. W. Mercer’s letter 
in the Atheneum of August 28th describing the 
remains of the tomb cf Bartolomeo Aragazzi, may 
be glad to know that it is not at all necessary to 
wait for the proposed commemorative exhibition 
at Florence in order to obtain photographs of the 
noble works of art which are, even in their pre- 
sent disjointed state, the glory of the parish 
church (not ‘“ cathedral”) of Montepulciano. 
Excellent photographs of the statues and bas- 
reliefs were published by Lombardi of Siena 
some time since, and I have no doubt copies 
can be obtained through the post by direct ap- 
plication. 

In calling attention to the magnificent monu- 
ment by means of which the secretary of Pope 
Martin V. sought to commemorate himself and 
his family, Mr. Mercer should perhaps have 
referred to the great doubt which exists amongst 
students as to how far the sculptures at Monte- 
pulciano are the work of Donatello. So far as 
my memory serves me they are not included in 
the sumptuous volume‘ Vita ed Opere del Dona- 
tello,’ by Cavallucci, recently published by Hoepli 
of Milan. Perkins (‘ Historical Handbook of 
Italian Sculpture,’ p. 110) allows that Michel- 
ozzo’s share in the Aragazzi monument was very 
considerable ; and so good an authority as M. 
Eug. Miintz considers it to be the work of 
Michelozzo executed under Donatello’s direc- 
tions (Le Tour du Monde, June 3rd, 1882, 
p. 350). As regards the two bas-reliefs, about 
which Mr. Mercer is so rightly enthusiastic, I 
think it may be said that they are undoubtedly 
not the work of Donatello. In them, as in the 
Brancacci tomb at S. Angelo a Nilo at Naples, 
a certain refined sense of beauty suggests the 
influence of the graceful ideality of Ghiberti* 
as well as of the masterful realism of Donatello. 
The treatment of the planes in the reliefs, so 
far as that matter can be judged of by photo- 
graphs, forbids the attribution to Donatello, and 
the comparatively inferior mode in which the 
hair is designed and executed will probably of 
itself be decisive of the question of authorship 
for students who are familiar with Donatello’s 
masterly handling of this most characteristic 
feature of sculpture. Mr. Mercer mentions 
that one of the bas-reliefs is supposed to portray 
the reception of a newly arrived mortal into 
paradise. A comparison of this relief with the 
recumbent efligy of Aragazzi makes it clear that 
the ‘‘ mortal” is the Papal secretary himself. 
He is represented as welcomed by a woman of

mature age (probably his mother), whose face 
will be readily identified in the companion 
relief of the presentation of Aragazzi to the 
enthroned Madonna and Infant Christ. In 
this latter scene are two kneeling youths 
upon whom the old woman’s hands rest in 
the familiar mode of a patron saint present- 
ing suppliants ; these are probably brothers of 
Aragazzi who died young. However this may 
be, the same two youths certainly accompany the 
grave, dignified old woman in the reception 
scene, where she grasps the right hand of Ara- 
gazzi at the same time that she keeps hold of 
the left hand of one of the youths. Again, the 
elderly man who as patron presents Aragazzi to 
the Virgin in the one relief may be noted in the 
background of the other, his eyes wide-staring 
with excitement at the arrival of his “client,” 
who may be his son, as the personal resemblance 
between the older and younger man is evident. 
The portrait-like character and strong family 
likeness of the personages represented in these 
reliefs—except, of course, the Virgin, and the 
lovely groups of children, most poetically brought 
into the design—are undeniable. 

The important share, to say the least, taken 
by Michelozzo in the Montepulciano sculptures, 
as well as in the equally noble work at 8. Angelo 
a Nilo at Naples, is not a mere matter of conjec- 
ture or subjective criticism. The declaration of 
property rendered by Donatello to the taxing 
officers of Florence in 1427 shows that he was 
then working with and in partnership with 
Michelozzo, to whom the officials are referred 
for particulars as to Donatello’s share in the 
commissions undertaken by the partners. These 
particulars are to be found in Michelozzo’s de- 
claration. (Both declarations are printed in 
Gaye's ‘ Carteggio,’ vol. i. p. 117 et seg.) During 
the two years the sculptors had been working 
together they had had in hand the monument of 
Pope John XXIII., now in the Baptistery of 
Florence ; that of Cardinal Brancacci, now in 
Naples ; and that of Aragazzi— Messer Bartolo- 
meo di Montepulciano, as Michelozzo calls him. 
For the Montepulciano monument no price was 
fixed upon beforehand ; it was to be settled by 
friendly arbitration when the work was finished ; 
but the sculptors had in 1427 already received 
a hundred florins for materials (marbles). We 
see pretty clearly from the records published by 
Gaye that Michelozzo was the business man 
in the partnership, and this is what might 
be expected from Vasari’s account of the un- 
worldly-wise character of Donatello. That the 
financial matters of the Montepulciano works, 
at all events, were in the hands of Michelozzo, 
is shown by the fact that as late as 1470 there 
were still sixty florins due to him from Aragazzi’s 
heirs (Gaye, vol. i. p. 120). In tax declarations 
made by him in 1457 as well as in 1470 he 
states that the sixty florins had been owing since 
1436, from which we may conclude that the 
monument and the chapel where it was originally 
placed were finished in that year. The inscrip- 
tion at Montepulciano appears, however, to 
indicate that the tomb itself was ready in 1429. 

The partnership between Donatello and Mi- 
chelozzo lasted until 1433, when the latter pro- 
bably quitted Florence upon the exile of Cosimo 
Vecchio. There is no doubt that the great fame 
of Michelozzo as an architect and his association 
with so powerful a genius as Donatello have led 
to much less than justice being done to his 
merits as a sculptor ; and this may account for 
the failure of critics to note that combination of 
‘*das strenge mit dem zarten” which seems to 
me to be the special characteristic of his style.

s'Ris'AILAM IN SOUTHERN INDIA. 

Tue Madras Government has recently pub- 
lished an interesting note by Dr. Burgess, 
Director-General of the Archeological Survey 
of India, on the Hindu temple at S’ris‘ailam, 
amongst the mountains on the south bank of 
the great Krishna river in Southern India. 





The attention of archeologists has long been 
directed to this place, partly on account of jt, 
supposed sanctity, partly because the temples 
were known to date from a very remote period 
and partly because its site was so inaccessible— 
omne ignotum pro magnifico. The temple is one 
of the most renowned in Southern India, and it 
is well that Dr. Burgess’s indefatigable zeal has 
led him, inspite of much difficulty, to prosecute 
a successful journey thither, and report on its 
present condition. His visit dispels the halo of 
mystery that surrounded the subject, and we 
now know that the present temples are of com. 
paratively modern construction, not older than 
the most flourishing period of the Vijayan 
kingdom, though it is certain that there formerly 
existed temples of far earlier date on the site 
of the present group of buildings. 

Col. Mackenzie was the first European who 
visited the place (March, 1794), and he contri. 
buted a fairly accurate description of the remains 
to the Asiatic Researches for 1798, though 
entirely failing to recognize the true date of the 
architecture and inscriptions. Since his time not 
more than three or four Europeans have crossed 
the hills and forests to this secluded shrine. 

Dr. Burgess identifies S’ris‘ailam with the 
Buddhist monastery described from hearsay by 
the Chinese pilgrim Fah-Hian about the year 
400 a.p., and called the ‘‘ Po lo-yu” or “ Pigeon 
monastery,” as well as with the monastery men- 
tioned by Hwen-Thsang as situated on the “ Po. 
lo-mo-lo-ki-li” mountain. This identification, 
though it cannot be said to be substantially 
proved, is very probably accurate. At any rate 
it is clear that there exist very ancient remains 
at and near Sris‘ailam, which might date from 
a remote period, though apparently nothing of 
a Buddhist character has as yet been found. 
The shrine is mentioned in the ‘ Mahabharata’ 
and other early Hindu works. 

Dr. Burgess managed to reach the shrine after 

a journey of two days from Kurnool. He de- 
scribes the temple as enclosed by a rectangular 
courtyard wall about 630 ft. from north to 
south by 510 from east to west, with gopuras 
on three sides—all of the style of Vijayanagar, 
even to the material, the lower story being 
of stone, and the upper portions all of brick. 
This is the more remarkable as stone is so much 
more readily procurable on the hill than brick. 
The gopuras belong to the sixteenth century. 
The courtyard walls are richly sculptured in the 
style of the Hazara Rama temple at Vijayanagar, 
the lower course being carved with figures of 
elephants, the second of horses, the third with 
gods and scenes from the modern pantheon, the 
fourth and fifth with mythological figures, The 
temples inside are all mean and insignificant, 
and, though perhaps a little older than the walls 
and gopuras, are not greatly so. They are not 
older than the fifteenth century, and probably 
represent the shrines restored after some sudden 
raid of iconoclastic Muhammadans. They are 
dedicated to Mallikharjuna, a form of Siva, 
and to two female deities. ‘‘If the Bauddha 
shrine were of wood...... it must have perished 
early ; if of stone, it was, perhaps, demolished 
and rebuilt...... But even their great temple was 
wrecked so completely that no trace of it is now 
to be seen, and the shrines that occupy its site 
are scarcely five centuries old.” There are 4 
number of detached shrines and many remains 
of massive carved stonework in the immediate 
neighbourhood of the central shrine, indepen- 
dently of the long flights of stone steps that 
reach from the summit of the hill far down to 
the river bed, and stretch for several miles in 
various directions down the hill-sides and through 
the forest to the inhabited plains of the Kurnool 
districts. 

Dr. Burgess’s report, the first ever placed on 
record with reference to the hitherto mysterious 
temple at S’ris‘ailam by any competent archzo- 
logist, is a very valuable addition to our stock of 
knowledge on South Indian antiquities.

GLOUCESTER MUSICAL FESTIVAL. 


No stronger proof of the growing atten- 
tion given to the productions of native artists 
in this country could be given than is fur- 
nished by the programme of the 163rd 
meeting of the Three Choirs, which has been 
held this week at Gloucester. Many of the 
frequenters of these festivals can remember 
the time when it was the rarest thing pos- 
sible to find a new work by an English 
composer produced on these occasions. 
Happily that time has now passed, it may 
be hoped for ever; and the authorities of 
Gloucester deserve the warmest praise for 
having included in their programmes four 
new works, three at least of which have 
been specially commissioned. The absolute, 
or even the relative musical value of these 
pieces is beside the question ; it is the prin- 
ciple of encouraging native talent which 
merits ungrudging commendation. Of the 
four new works two are vocal and two in- 
strumental. The former, Mr. C. H. Lloyd’s 
cantata ‘ Andromeda,’ and Mr. W S. Rock- 
stro’s oratorio ‘The Good Shepherd,’ are of 
considerable extent, each occupying half of 
a concert; the instrumental pieces are a 
Suite Moderne for orchestra by Dr. 
Hubert Parry, and a Dramatic Overture 
by Miss Rosalind F. Ellicott, daughter of 
the Bishop of Gloucester. An excellent 
orchestra, mostly from London, has been 
engaged, and the chorus, the nucleus of 
which is formed by the three choirs of 
Gloucester, Worcester, and Hereford, is 
reinforced by contingents from Cardiff, 
Bradford, Cambridge, Oxford, Bristol, and 
other places. The cast of soloists includes 
the names of Madame Albani, Miss Anna 
Williams, Madame Patey, Miss Hilda Wil- 
son, and Messrs. E. Lloyd, Winch, Watkin 
Mills, and Santley, while the conductorship 
is, as a matter of course, in the hands of 
the cathedral organist, Mr. C. Lee Williams. 

Of the performance of ‘Elijah,’ with 
which the festival opened on Tuesday morn- 
ing, it will be needless to say more than that 
it was generally excellent. Such space as is 
at ourdisposal must beallotted toa considera- 
tion of the new works brought forward. Of 
these two were given at the first evening 
concert in the Shire Hall on Tuesday even- 
ing. Mr. C. Harford Lloyd’s ‘ Andromeda’ 





occupied the first part of the programme. 
As the former organist of Gloucester Cathe- | 


dral Mr. Lloyd had special claim to a hear- 
ing at this festival ; but apart from his con- 
nexion with the city, he occupies an honour- 
able place in the ranks of the younger 
generation of musicians who are doing their 
utmost to raise the standard of English art. 
He had already made himself favourably 
known by his ‘ Hero and Leander’ and the 
‘Song of Balder,’ and his new work will 
certainly add to his reputation. The old 
classical legend has been adapted as a 
libretto by the well-known song-writer, 
Mr. F. E. Weatherly, with considerable 
skill, the work being well laid out for 
musical purposes, and offering considerable 
variety to the composer. Mr. Lloyd has 
throughout his work made extensive use 
of the Lettmotiv. It is at least an open 
question whether this system, excepting in 
the hands of such a genius as Wagner, is 
not more a hindrance than an aid to the 
composer. True in ‘Tristan,’ in the ‘ Ring 
des Nibelungen,’ and ‘ Parsifal,’ Wagner’s 
wondrous resource and skill in the constantly 
varied presentation of his themes, added to 
the pregnant character of the melodies them- 
selves, produce an overwhelming effect ; but 
such tools are difficult, not to say dangerous, 
in the hands of a less experienced workman ; 
and, while admitting the cleverness of Mr. 
Lloyd’s method we think that he has some- 
times lost in directness and immediateness 
of expression by the restrictions necessarily 
imposed by the form he has selected. The 
work, so to speak, is full of ‘‘ cross refer- 
ences,” and the significance of many pas- 
sages only becomes fully apparent by com- 
paring them with other parts of the same 
work. It therefore becomes necessary for 
the just appreciation of the music that the 
hearer should be thoroughly familiar with 
it; and this presupposes an amount of pre- 
liminary study of the score which few will 
be able to give. Having said this much on 
the general system adopted by the composer, 
let us, in justice to him, add that ‘ Andro- 
meda’ contains many passages of great 
beauty and of considerable power. This 
is more especially the case with the choral 
portions of the work, which are, as a whole, 
distinctly superior to the solo music. In the 
Jatter Mr. Lloyd at times seems too reserved ; 
for instance, in theduet ‘‘ Ah me! my child,” 
between Andromeda and her mother, the 
cries of anguish and passion seem to call 
for more forcible expression. This, if a 
fault, is distinctly on the right side; it is 
much better than the tearing of a passion to 
tatters practised by many modern writers ; 
but here and there the music appears rather 
cold for the situation. On the other hand, 
the solo of Theseus and the duet between 
him and Andromeda which follows fully rise 
to the situation. The chorus-writing is ex- 
cellent throughout, and the orchestration 
most tasteful and interesting, though the 
scoring is occasionally rather heavy for the 
solo music. The performance, which was 
conducted by the composer, was very good, 
the solos recewing ample justice from Miss 
Anna Williams, Miss Hilda Wilson, Mr. 
Edward Lloyd, and Mr. Watkin Mills. The 
reception of the new work was enthusiastic, 
and the cantata is likely to become a 
favourite with choral societies. The second 
part of the concert included Bennett’s Con- 


- certo in c minor, charmingly played by Miss 


Fanny Davies, two movements of Molique’s 
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fifth concerto, admirably rendered by Mr. 
Carrodus, songs by Messrs. Lloyd and Mills, 
and, to conclude, a new dramatic over- 
ture by Miss Ellicott. The piece was heard 
to great disadvantage, coming about eleven 
o'clock, at the end of a far too long concert. 
It is a work of considerable promise. The 
themes, if not strikingly original, are dis- 
tinctly pleasing; the form is correct and 
clear, and the instrumentation well balanced. 
The impression made by the overture was 
distinctly favourable. 

The performance on Wednesday morning 
opened with Dvyordk’s now well-known 
‘Stabat Mater.’ This work appears to be 
a special favourite at these festivals; it was 
given two years since at Worcester, and re- 
peated last year at Hereford, so that it has 
now made the round of the three cities. 
Our opinion of it as one of the most inspired 
compositions of recent times has been so 
often expressed in these columns, that it 
will suffice now to record a generally excel- 
lent performance, the solo parts in which 
were sustained by Madame Albani, Madame 
Patey, Mr. Lloyd, and Mr. Santley. The 
second part of the concert consisted of 
Mendelssohn’s ‘ Reformation’ Symphony, 
Gibbons’s anthem ‘Almighty and Ever- 
lasting God,’ S. Wesley’s motet ‘Exultate 
Deo,’ and Hiller’s ‘Song of Victory,’ in 
which the solos were sung by Miss Anna 
Williams. 

Mr. W. S. Rockstro’s oratorio ‘ The Good 
Shepherd’ was produced in the cathedral 
on Wednesday evening. In speaking of 
this work we have a very unpleasant duty 
to discharge. Mr. Rockstro is chiefly known 
as a writer on musical theory and history. 
He has contributed to Sir George Grove’s 
‘Dictionary’ numerous articles more remark- 
able for their dogmatic tone than for their 
accuracy. When a man takes a position as 
an authority on theoretical matters it is only 
right that he should be judged by a high 
standard ; and we regret to be obliged to 
say that Mr. Rockstro’s music altogether 
fails to satisfy even moderate requirements. 
We find no fault with him for want of 
originality, because originality when pos- 
sessed is distinctly a gift of Heaven, for the 
want of which a man is no more to be held 
accountable than he is for the colour of his 
hair ; and if we find ‘ The Good Shepherd’ 
full of reminiscences of Handel, Mendels- 
sohn, and Spohr, we cannot in justice hold 
Mr. Rockstro responsible. But we have at 
least the right to expect that his work should 
be theoretically correct; and this we em- 
phatically say it is not. The oratorio con- 
tains two fugues, in both of which the 
fundamental principle of fugue writing— 
that a subject in the key of the tonic should 
have its answer in the key of the dominant 
—is violated. If a student at the Royal 
Academy or the Royal College of Music 
brought such fugues as exercises to his 
professor they would certainly be returned 
to him for correction, and he would probably 
be recommended to go and learn the first 
principles of fugal writing. After hearing 
‘The Good Shepherd’ we are no longer 
surprised at the astounding mistakes to be 
found in Mr. Rockstro’s article on “ Tonal 
Fugue” in Grove’s ‘Dictionary.’ If the 
fugues in his oratorio are correct, then all 
Bach’s are wrong. No higher praise can, 
unfortunately, be given to the orchestration 





—another subject on which Mr. Rockstro 
has contributed to the ‘ Dictionary.’ His 
treatment of the solo instruments is some- 
times happy enough; but when he comes 
to combine them he seems to have little 
idea of balance of tone, the melodies being 
frequently overpowered by the accompani- 
ments. Let us, in justice, add that the 
oratorio contains many graceful and even 
beautiful melodies; but most of them are 
reminiscences of others which have been 
already heard elsewhere. We regret to be 
obliged to speak in almost unqualified terms 
of blame of the new work; but Mr. Rock- 
stro cannot be credited with anything better 
than good intentions. The choice of such a 
work for Gloucester leads us to ponder in 
bewilderment over the laws of unnatural 
selection which appear to prevail from time 
to time at provincial festivals. The per- 
formance, in spite of the best endeavours 
of all concerned, was not first rate, chiefly 
because Mr. Rockstro, who directed his own 
work, appears to be as inexperienced a con- 
ductor as he is composer. Mendelssohn’s 
‘Hymn of Praise’ formed the second part 
of the concert. Of the remainder of the 
festival we must speak next week.
